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U.S. Marine Corps Win 
National Team Shoot 


The team from the United States Ma- 
rine Corps, after a close struggle, won the 
National Team Match for teams of ten 
firers, at the annua] shooting competition 
at Camp Perry, Ohio, Sept. 28, making a 
seore of 2,848 points out. of a possible 
3,000. The Army Infantry team won sec- 
ond place, scoring 2,836 points, just 
twelve points behind the Marines. The 
U.S. Coast Artillery team was third with 
an aggregate score of 2,824 points. The 
U.S. Navy team was fourth with 2,814 


points, and the U.S. Cavalry-Engineer 
team fifth, with 2,813. 
The Massachusetts National Guard 


team, with a total of 2,800, was the high 
team from the National Guard or state 
troops, and gets the Hilton Trophy, while 
the Bronze Soldier of Marathon Trophy 
was won by the Illinois civilian club with 
a score of 2,762. 

Not in years has the finish been in doubt 
as it was in this match and up till the 
very end the position of the first half 
dozen teams was in the balance. Pvt. R. 
O. Coulter, U.S. Marines, did some re- 
markable shooting, making 296 points and 
dropping but four points over the entire 
course of two days’ shooting. 

The Coast Artillery team of the Army 
made a fine struggle for first place and on 
Sept. 27, at the close of the first four 
stages of the match, led the forty-nine com- 
peting teams by nine points, with the Ma- 
rines second, and the Army Infantry team 
third. 

In the final stage of the shoot, however, 
that of 1,000 yards, the superior shooting 
of the Marines gradually cut down the 
lead of the Artillery and put them ahead 
by twenty-four points. 

The rapid rise of the Coast Artillery 
team, when three years ago it stood 
thirty-fourth place in the National Team 
Match, is worthy of note. In the 1920 
competition it stood tenth on the list. In 
1921 it stood sixth and in 1922, under 
Capt. William S. Fulton, it stood third 
among the forty-nine teams. 

The Army Infantry team which at the 
end of the first four stages of the match 
stood third with fourteen points less than 
the Artillerymen, also outshot the latter 
on the 1,000 yards range, but could not 
catch up to the Marines. 

The U.S. Navy had a very pretty shoot 
with the Cavalry-Engineer team, U.S.A., 
for fourth place and defeated the Army 
men by only one point, its aggregate score 
being 2,814. 

The next eight high teams finished as 
follows: Massachusetts National Guard, 
2.800; Illinois civilian, 2,762; New York 
National Guard, 2.745; Pennsylvania Na- 
tional Guard, 2,740; 9th Corps Area, 
2.730: Washington National Guard, 2,728; 
Sth Corps Area, 2,728, and the District of 
Columbia National Guard, 2,725. - 

In the National Rifle Match the Na- 
tional Trophy is presented to the team 
with the highest score representing the 
United States service. The presentation 
of trophies was made at the firing line at 
the end of the matches by Col. M. C 
Mumma, the executive officer. ; 

The Marines won the match in 1921 
with a lead of fifteen points over the U.S. 
Infantry, the U.S. Naval Academy team 
being third.

THE NATIONAL GUARD IN 
THE 1922 NATIONAL MATCHES. 


The following extract is taken from the 


report of Maj. George R. Harrison, Inf., 
who represented the Militia Bureau on the 
administrative staff at Camp Perry, Ohio, 
conducting the 1922 National Matches: 
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Thirty-two states were represented by Na- 
tional Guard teams in this year’s National 
Matches. This representation is excellent when 
the fact is considered that every state sending 
a team had to obtain the money for this pur- 
bese out of the general appropriation for the 
field training of the National Guard of their 
state. The scanty National Guard appropria- 
tions provided for this year forced the adop- 
tion of this course. Through the hearty co- 
vperation of the various state adjutants gen- 
eral there were just four less National Guard 
teams at this year’s Natiozal Matches than 
varticipated in 1921.

Those members taking the systematic 
course of instruction given by the Small Arms 
Firing School under the direction of Lt. Col. 
Smith W. Brookhart were undoubtedly greatly 
benefited thereby. The interest aroused, knowl- 
edge gained, and excellent general results ob- 
tained at this year’s matches will undoubtedly 
contribute to a great extent in making the 
National Guard a big factor at future National 
Rifle Matches. 


Important Changes 
in Naval Commands 


The assignment of Rear Admiral Car] 
T. Vogelgesang, U.S.N., to the Brazilian 
Mission creates a vacancy in the New 
York Navy Yard which will be filled soon, 
It is reported that Rear Admiral Joseph 
Strauss, U.S.N., who has been relieved as 
commander-in-chief of the Asiatic Fleet, 
will be offered the place.

Capt. Andrew T. Graham, U.S.N., is to 
be transferred from the Newport News 
shipbuilding yards, where he is on duty 
as inspector, to the New York shipbuild- 
ing yards at Camden for the same duty, 
Capt. Fletcher L. Sheffield is to be trans- 
ferred from East Pittsburgh, Pa., to the 
Newport News ship yard. Capt. William 
M. Crose, U.S.N., is relieved from duty 
in the 12th Naval District and assigned 
to duty as president of the General Court- 
Martial Board in the 11th District. He 
is due to report at his new station on Oct. 
12. Capt. Louis A. Kaiser, U.S.N., has 
been ordered transferred from the Asiatic 
hydrographie branch office to the same 
duty at Galveston, Texas. 


NAVAL COMMITTEES MAY SEE 
JOINT FLEET MANEUVERS. 


It is understood that Secretary Denby 
will extend an invitation to the members 
of the Naval committees of the Senate and 
House to attend the joint maneuvers of 
the Atlantic and Pacific fleets, which will 
take place beginning the middle of Feb- 
ruary and extending to March 23. The 
matter will probably be taken up with the 
chairmen of the two committees upon the 
convening of Congress with a view to ar- 
ranging the trip to Panama so that the 
Congressional delegation can witness the 
important features of the operations with- 
out spending too much time at sea or on 
the trip. 

The difficulty in securing adequate na- 
val legislation is due in part to the fact 
that very few Congressmen have any defi- 
nite idea of a modern fleet and its opera- 
tions. 

Admiral Hilary P. Jones, commander- 
in-chief of the Atlantic Fleet, was in Wash- 
ington this week holding a conference with 
Secretary Denby and Admiral Coontz, 
Chief of Naval Operations. At this con- 
ference the general plan for the opera- 
tions around the Panama Canal and the 
maneuvers of the entire fleet were dis- 
cussed. An agreement was reached on

The Atlantic and Pacific fleets will be 
united on the Pacific side about Feb. 15.

UNITED SHOE MACHINERY CORPORATION 
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Reserve Officers’ Association of the United States Organized 
as a Powerful Force for National Defense 


The organization of the Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Association of the United States was 
perfected’ at a national convention held 
in Washington. Oct. 2,3 and 4. All of 
the corps areas were represented by ac- 
credited. delegates, who worked enthusias- 
tically and earnestly in laying the founda- 
tion for what is generally accepted will be 
the strongest national defense organiza- 
tion in ‘the country. In all of the speeches, 
resolutions and the proceedings of the con- 
vention the thought that the association is 
not only to take care of the interest of the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps, but to support 
those measures which are necessary for 
the defense of the nation predominated. 

“The object of the association shall be 
to support and assist in the development 
and execution of a military policy for the 
United States which shall provide ade- 
quate national defense,” as set forth in 
Article II of its constitution, expressed 
the spirit of the convention. It is true 
that only officers who hold exclusive Re- 
serve commissions were made eligible for 
office, but this does not indicate that the 
association will not be active in the sup- 
port of measures for the development of 
the National Guard so that it can exer: 
cise its functions under the amended Na- 
tional Defense act. 

The Reserve Officers’ Association will 
be as active in the support of the Regular 
Army and the National Guard as it is in 
its efforts in behalf of the Organized Re- 
serves. It is composed of officers who, 
by their utterances at the convention, in- 
dicated. that they have a full realization 
of the importance of maintaining the three 
components of the Army of the United 
States. 

Definite Policy Laid Down. 


Not only did the convention in its con- 
stitution and its resolutions express its 
objective clearly, but it made known its in- 
tention of reaching it. In its chief reso- 
lution the convention set forth the meth- 
od that the association intends to employ 
in securing the necessary legislation and 
appropriations for carrying out the amend- 
ed National Defense act. The convention 
did not concern itself with the past 
achievements of its members, all of whom: 
were veterans of the war, but with the 
future. In its every movement it demon- 
strated that it is a forward looking or- 
ganization, 

In a vigorous resolution (printed in the 
adjacent column) the convention gave 
notice to Congress that it proposed to take 
an active part in the campaign for na- 
tional defense and. will oppose anyone 
that does not support it. 

Shortly after the convention was_ called 
to order Col. John Stewart, Engr., O.R.C., 
temporary chairman, addressed the meet: 


ing, setting forth its ‘ic t3 Capt. R. 
E. B. MeKenney, Inf. O.R.C., who was 
secretary of the organization committee, 
outlined the steps which led to the -or- 


ganization and call of the convention. He 
explained that the chiefs of staff of organ- 
ized divisions were used as a means of 
communieation with the state and local 
organizations. 


Colonel Delafield Chairman. 


Col. J. R. Delafield, Ord. O.R.C., was 
selected as permanent chairman and Cap- 
tain McKinney as permanent secretary of 
the convention by unanimous vote. 


The first day’s session closed by the 
selection of the committees on constitu- 
tion, resolutions and credentials. These 


were selected by caucus of the corps areas 
delegations. ‘The following were the mem- 
bers of the committees:

Whereas this convention of Reserve officers, 
assembled at Washington, D.C., Oct. 3, 1922, 
is composed of those whose training, study and 
personal experience in battle have taught them 
the sinful and unnecessary waste of money and 
lives, caused by our failure to profit by our 
past military experiences and that a strong mili- 
tary policy is essential for the protection of our 
country and may be even for its preservation, 
and 

Whereas, the Congress of the United States 
has for the first time in the history of our coun- 
try given us a definite military policy in the form 
of the amended National Defense act, and 

Whereas, this act is democratic, fully in ac- 
cord with all our national prejudices and views, 
and does not demand excessive expenditures in 
order to carry out its provisions, and 

Whereas, the present great unrest and lack 
of tranquility in various parts of the world to- 
day make a future emergency involving our 
country far from an impossibility, and 

Whereas, there exists in this country a num- 
ber of individuals and societies with the avowed 
purpose of bringing about disarmament of this 
country under the mistaken idea that righteous- 
ness disarmed need not fear attack, and 

Whereas, the country contains a considerable 
number of Communists and other avowed ene- 
mies to our existing form of government, and 

Whereas, the country is constantly being sub- 
jected to propaganda issuing from foreign coun- 
tries designed for the purpose of lulling us into 
a false sense of security, and 

Whereas, the Amended National Defense act 
gives a definite program to which every loyal 
citizen can offer his fullest support without fear- 
ing militarism, or excessive expenditures ; 

Therefore, be it Resolved, that this conven- 
tion of Reserve officers of the United States 
express in public to the Congress of the United 
States, and likewise to the people of the United 
States, that the time has arrived when all. citi- 
zens in public and private life must definitely 
stand by this act and insure its execution 
through proper appropriations, or be considered 
as one of those who do not stand for adequate 
national defense of the United States of America. 

Be it further Resolved, that appropriations 
for the support of the Army should include 
sufficient sums to cover the following needs: 
An adequate amount to cover the pay and train- 
ing of at least 33 1-3 per cent. of the enrolled 
Officers’ Reserve Oorps each year and all of the’ 
Enlisted Reserve Corps enrolled for the coming 
year; to provide adequate transportation for use 
at the various headquarters of Reserve divisions 
to permit and facilitate the organization of such 
divisions, to provide for the transportation of 
Reserve officers for all official travel performed 
by them whether for training, examination for 
promotion, or any other duty, to which they are 
officially ordered, at the same rate as is by law 
established for travel by Regular officers; to pro- 
vide adequate material for the instruction of 
Reserve officers at training camps.

ADDRESS OF GENERAL HARBORD 
BEFORE RESERVE CONVENTION. 


Following, in part, is the address de- 


livered before the Reserve convention by 
Maj. Gen. J. G. Harbord, Deputy Chief 
of Staff: 

“I take it that most of you when at 
home are business and professional men. 
earrying soldiering as a side-line, and I 
wish to say a few words about one phase 
of the business situation. I occupy an 
executive position in one of the largest 
corporations doing business on this con- 
tinent. I refer to the firm of Uncle Sam 
Limited. I am assistant to General Man- 
ager Pershing, who, like myself, works 
under the chairman of our local board, 
John W. Weeks. The operations of our 
firm are cuntrolled through the great hold- 

company, whose board of directors 
meets under the dome of the Capitol, in 
which all of you are stockholders, and 
no small number of you are preferred 
creditors. . . . 

“The truth is that your directors are 
much out of touch with you stockholders, 
and we believe are not carrying out your 
wishes. It is a fact that heavy assess- 
ments on the shareholders have been nec- 
essary to carry out even a diminished pro- 
gram for the firm. The management, 
however, cannot bring itelf to believe that 
you stockholders wish to perpetuate the 
vicious circle of false economy bringing 
unpreparedness with its train of untold 
cost in blood and gold, compelling further 
parsimony to bring about a repetition of 
the same ghastly history in time yet to 
come. We claim that your board of direc- 
tors does not know your wishes, or if it 
does, it does not act upon them and sub- 
stitutes its judgment for yours—its judg- 
ment conceived in the comfortable office 
of the politician seeking to perpetuate 
himself in office—your judgment born un- 
der the guns of the enemy and matured in 
the slime of the trenches and the reek of 
battle. Under their judgment and with 
the plea of hard times and the necessity 
for economy, our operating capital has 
been much reduced and our reserve pros- 
pects diminished. Our plans for your de- 
velopment during the summer just gone 
were delayed and hindered by dilatoriness 
in passing the necessary appropriations, 
and a large number of our trained em- 
ployees have been discharged. 

“We anticipate some trying days ahead 
of the firm. Various wildcat schemes of 
socialism and bolshevism are seeking to 
encroach upon our territory and to im- 
pair the standing of our organization 
through the country. An effort is being 
made to disparage our output and deny 
our claims for further extension of credit 
by a much advertised substitute called 
‘disarmament,’ presented as a panacea for 
every national ailment from callouses to 
consumption. ‘This is in the interest of 
firms who are rivals of ours across distant 
seas and epecially in the Oriental trade. 





“We of the management ask a continua- 
tion of your confidence. We ask you to 
remember the faithful service given _by 
our firm—with its three-part constitution 
in which you are not only a stockholder, 
but now a full partner—service enduring 
for a century and a half of our national 
life. ‘Ologies’ and ‘isms’ may come and 
go, and conferences may confer, but hu- 
man nature remains the same—men will 
be men—trade is trade, and nations will 
fight for economic supremacy—the millen- 
nium is still far below the horizon. We 
do not wish for war any more than the 
ordinary life insurance company wishes 
for death, or longs for Asiatic cholera, 
yellow fever, a bloody battle or a sickly 
season. But no business man cancels his 
fire insurance policy when there is a econ- 
flagration raging in the next block. See 
that your representatives, our directors, 
here in the nation’s capital. not far from 
the main. office of the firm know your 
wishes, and under the lash of your dis- 
pleasure that they carry them out. Give 


us a rising market on the Army, and we 
promise you heavy dividends in the next 


emergency.” 





Report of Committee on Constituti n of 
Reserve Officers’ Association of the U.S. 


Following is the complete text of the re- 
port of the Committee on Constitution of 
the Reserve Officers’ Association of the 
United States adopted at the Washing- 
ton Convention: ~~ 


ARTICLE I. 


This Association shall be known as THE 
RESERVE OFFICERS’ ASSOCIATION OF 
THE UNITED STATES. 


ARTICLE II. 


Object. 


The object of this Association shall be to 
support and assist in the develo t and execu- 
tion of a military policy for the United States 
which shall provide adequate national defense. 


ARTICLE III. 


Membership. 
Section 1. 


Active Membership—Any person holding a 
commission in the Officers’ Reserve Corps of the 
Army of the United States’ sh@fl be eligible for 
active membership in this Association; provided 
that officers holding active commissions in other 
components of the armed forces of the country 
in addition to their Reserve commissions shail 
not be eligible to vote or hold office in this 
Association, 

Section 2. 


Associate Membership—Any active member of 
this Association who, under honorable circum- 
stances, ceases to be a Reserve officer may re- 
main in the Association as an Associate Mem- 
ber, with all privileges of Active Membership 
except those of voting and holding office in the 
Association. 


ARTICLE Iv. 


Organization. 
Section I. 


The Association shall consist of the national 
organization, in which shall be vested its final 
and controlling authority and which shall con- 
sist of the entire membership represented as 
hereinafter provided. The membership of the 
national organization, for purposes of adminis- 
tration, shall be divided into state associations, 
sub-divided as the state associations may pre- 


scribe. 
Section II. 


State associations may organize in any man- 
ner not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
constitution which may be acceptable to. their 
membership. 

Section III. 


For purposes of the selecti of delegat 
to the National Conventions only, the member- 
ship shall be organized into Corps Area Chapters. 


Section IV. 


A national council composed of twenty-seven 
members, three elected | the delegation of each 
corps = at annual National Convention to 
serve for one year or until their successors are 
elected, shall be the governing body of the As- 
sociation and shall be vested with complete au- 
thority to represent and act for the Associa- 
tion at all times between National Conventions 
of the Association. 

The national council shall elect from its mem- 
hers an executive committee of nine and such 
other committees as it may decide to be neces- 
sary, to whom it may delegate any or all of its 
powers. 





Section V. 


Charters for all Corps Area Chapters and 
state associations shall be issued by the execu- 
tive committee of the national council in the 
following manner: 

A. To corps area chapters: Upon the written 
application of not less than one hundred rve 
officers resident in the corps area, accompanied 
by a certificate of the chief-of-staff of the corps 
area, that to the best of his knowledge and 
belief notice of the proposed organization meet- 
ing was given to all Reserve officers in the area 
a reasonable time prior to the organization meet- 
ing. from which the said application issued. 

- To the state associations: Upon the written 
application of not less than twenty-five Reserve 
Corps officers resident in the state, accompanied 
by a certificate of the chief-of-staff of the co 
aren, that to the best of his knowledge and belie? 
notice of the proposed organization meeting was 
given to all Reserve officers in the state a rea- 
sonable time prior to the organization meeting 
from which the said opie issued. 

To subdivisions of state associations: By 
the executives of the state associations under 
such rules and regulations, not in conflict with 
this constitution, as may be adopted by the 
state associations. 


ARTICLE V. 


Officers. 
Section I. 


The officers of the national organization shall 
he a president; three vice presidents, one from 





each Army area; a secretary, and a treasurer, 
to be elected by the annual national convention 
from the mem ip at large of the Associa- 


tion, to take office immediately upon election 
and to serve for one year or until their suc- 
cessors are duly elected and qualify. 


Section II. 


The above-mentioned officers shall perform the 
usual duties pertaining to their several offices 
and, ex-officio, shall be members ef the national 
council and executive committee thereof. 


-ARTICLE VI. 


Meetings and Representation. 
Section I. 


There shall be an annual convention of the 
Association held in the month of October of 
each year, at such place as shall be determined 
by the next preceding annual convention. The 
annual convention shall have the complete legis- 
lative authority of the Association. 


Section II. 


The basis of representation for the annual 
national convention of 1923 shall be the same 
as that at the first national convention of 1922, 
namely, five delegates from each division and 
non-divisional group, selected by the corps area 
annual chapter convention provided for in Sec- 
tion III of this article. 

In the event of the corps area chapter meet- 
ing failing to designate a full quota of dele- 
gates as provided herein the chief-of-staff of 
the corps area shall designate members to fill 
the vacancy. Thereafter the basis of representa- 
tion at annual national conventions shall be 





that determined by the annual national conven- 
tion of 1923 in the form of amendment to this 
constitution or otherwise. 


Section III. 


Corps Area Chapter Meetings—There shall be 
in each corps area an annual chaptéf conven- 
tion, to be held not less than thirty or more 
than sixty days before the annual national 
convention of that year for the purpose of elect- 
ing the corps area delegates to the annual 
national convention at such place as may be 
determined by a meeting of t chapter, and 
thereafter by each annual chapter convention for 
each next succeeding chapter conventi The 
basis of representation for the annual chapter 
convention for 1923 shall be prescribed by the 
national council at its first meeting, and there- 
after the basis of representation shall be such 
as may be prescribed by the annual national 
convention in the form of an amendment to this 
constitution or otherwise. 


Section IV. 


A meeting of the national council shall be 
held immediately after the first and each suc- 











ceeding annual national convention, and also 
at such other times as it may be determined by 
the- executive committee of the national coun- 
cil. Other meetings may be called on not less 
than fifteen days’ notice by the president of 
the national organization, or in his absence 
or inability to act by the national vice presidents 
in order of seniority, or in turn by the national 
secretary. 


ARTICLE VII. 


Dues. 
Section I. 


The treasurers of the national organization 
and the various chapters and asseciations shall 
be the custodians of the funds of their respective 
organizations, and no treasurer shall receive 
funds until he first shall have qualified under 
a bond as shall be prescribed by the governing 
committee of his organization. 


Section II. 


The annual dues of members shall be one 
dollar ($1), payable to local treasurers Oct. 1 
of each year, one-half of which shall be payable 
to the national treasury and transmitted to 
the national treasurer immediately upon receipt 
by the treasurer collecting same. 


Section III. 


The remaining half of the annual dues shal) 
be distributed to the state and local associa- 
tions as may be prescribed in the rules of the 
state associations. 


Section IV. 


The dues for the year ending Sept. 30, 1923, 
shall be collected upon the organization of each 
state or local association, and the fifty cents 
(50c.) payable to the national treasurer shall 
be transmitted when and as collected. 


Section V. 
Local associations may levy and collect such 


additional dues as may be determined by their 
own organizations for their own purposes. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


Amendments. 


This constitution may be amended at any 
national convention by a two-thirds vote 
of such convention, provided the amendment is 
proposed, considered and voted on in accordance 
with the order of business adopted by such 
convention.

COLONEL PALMER POINTS OUT 

RESERVISTS’ GREATEST POWERS. 
In_ addressing the Reserve officers’ con- 
vention on Oct. 2, Col. John McA. Palmer, 
aid to General Pershing, declared that the 
success of the new military policy must 
depend upon sound public cpinion which 
will be developed by the Reserve Officers’ 
Association. He explained that the nec- 
essary legal sanctions are already embodied 
in law and whether they were carried out 
depended upon the support from the pub- 
lic. He gave an interesting account of 
how the law had been framed and de- 
scribed the relations between the compo 
nent parts of the Army. 

In the course of his address, Colonel 
Palmer said: 

“The National Defense act, which, to a 
large extent, reflects the views and con- 
victions of the veterans of the World War, 
is based upon our traditional military pol- 
icy, that is, that we should have a rela- 
tively small Regular Army re-enforced in 
time of war by a great army of citizen 
soldiers. . Its main merit lies in 
the fact that it provides for the organiza- 
tion of this national citizen army in time 
of ae 

“The original Senate version of the bill 
(known as the Wadsworth bill) provided 
for universal military training. . .. 
It also provided that the first line of the 
citizen army or the National Guard 
should be organized under the Federal 
power to raise and support armies, and 
not under the militia clauses of the Con- 
stitution, as in the past. These two fea- 
tures of the bill failed to pass. Congress 
substituted the idea of voluntary military 
training for compulsory training, and re- 
tained the National Guard in its present 
status. But it did prepare the way for a 
more effective organization of the National 
Guard as a part of the Army of the Uni- 
ted States through the very sensible and 
businesslike provision that National Guard 
officers should join with Regular and Re- 
serve officers on the General Staff in work- 
ing out all regulations and policies gov- 
erning the organization of the Army of the 
United States as a whole. 

“Great benefits have already come from 
this provision, and there is every reason 
to believe that the remaining problems of 
the organization, complicated as some of 
them are, will be solved through the means 
of this same effective agency. 


To Develop Public Sentiment. 


“It appears that the constitutional diffi- 
culties which for many years defeated the 
conception of a well-regulated militia will 
be met not by depriving the states of their 
Constitutional powers, not by amendment 
of the Constitution, but through the will- 
ingness of the states themselves to exercise 
their Constitutional powers in harmony 
with reasonable national requirements. 
This process will be furthered by the de- 
velopment of public sentiment; and noth- 
ing is more encouraging for the rapid de- 
velopment of that sentiment than the suc- 
cessful organization of an association of 
Reserve officers. = k 

“The efficacy of this present organiza- 
tion depends upon the fact that the offi- 
cers of these forces are veterans of the 
war—men who have seen actual service 
and who are familiar with the practical 
problems of training and leading men. 
Whether it is to become a permanent in- 
stitution depends upon whether we are 
able to form a national voluntary training 
system under which younger men will be 
prepared gradually to replace these war 
veterans. This problem of tational train- 
ing is therefore the greatest problem of 
the Army of the Wnited States, and its 
solution will carry with it automatically 
the solution of many other questions. 

Public Opinion the Factor. 

“Universal military training is a desir- 
able thing in itself, but it is not essential 
to our national defense as it is in Switzer- 
land. There it requires the entire man- 
power of the nation to occupy the national 
position in readiness. With us, if we 
succeed in training only a tenth of ours, 
we can accomplish the same result, assur- 
ing enough trained recruits to fill the 
ranks of the Regular Army and the Na- 
tional Guard, and with more than a suffi- 
cient surplus to perpetuate an effective 
organization of the Organized Reserves. 

“The successful realization of this great 
conception does not depend upon new Jeg- 
islation. The necessary legal sanctions 
are already embodied in our law. Whether 
they shall become effective depends upon 
the development of a sound public opinion, 
and the successful organization of the As- 
sociation of Reserve Officers promises the 
strongest assurance that that public opin- 
ion will actually be developed.” 


TARGET AND BATTERY COMPUTER ON

AMERICAN NAVAL MISSION TO 
BRAZIL EXCITES COMMENT. 


Rear Admiral Carl T. Vogelgesang, U. 
S.N., left Rio de Janeiro Oct. 3 and is 
due in New York Oct. 17. It is under- 
stood that he will go immediately to 
Washington and take up with the Navy 
Department the final arrangements for 
the American naval mission to Brazil. The 
general understanding is that the mission 
will be composed of sixteen commissioned 
and twenty petty officers. According to 
the plans, the details will last about two 
years. 

The Mission is attracting international 
attention. The selection of American na- 
val officers to reorganize and expand the 
Brazilian navy is creating a great deal of 
discussion in naval circles of the Great 
Powers. 

_A correspondent of the London Times 
views the affair with alarm and declares 
that “it foreshadows the eclipse of the 
ancient British prestige and influence in 
the Brazilian navy.” In the course of his 
<r the correspondent also says, in 
part: 

“As the result of British pre-occupation 
during and since the war, the Americans 
have been left practically a free field in 
Brazilian naval affairs, of which they 
have not been slow to take advantage. 
The infiltration of American ideas among 
the younger Brazilian naval officers has 
been steady and progressive, and has been 
aided by the American aviation and staff 
instructors contracted during the latter 
part of the war, as well as by proper na- 
val representation attached to the Ameri- 
can Embassy. In contrast tc this, British 
official interests have been confided to a 
naval attaché of junior rank, whose duties 
were not confined to Brazil, but extended 


to the Argentine and Uruguay, with head-. 


quarters in Buenos Aires, and whose visits 
to Rio de Janeiro have been infrequent 
and hasty.” 


NON-STOP FLIGHT FROM 
MEXICO TO CANADA BORDER. 


A non-stop flight from the Mexican bor- 
der to the Canadian border is contem- 
plated by Lieut. Leland S. Andrews, A.S., 
about Oct. 8. It will be recalled that 


Lieutenant Andrews accompanied Lieut. 
James H. Doolittle on several cross- 
country flights prior to the latter’s recent 
transcontinental flight. 

Using the same plane with which Lieu- 
tenant Doolittle flew from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific coast, Lieutenant Andrews will 
take off at Ellington Field, Houston, Tex- 
as, proceed to the nearest point on the 
Gulf of Mexico, and then wing his way to 
Selfridge Field, Mt. Clemens, Mich. 

Approximately 1,100 miles is to be tra- 
versed in the flight, and even with a slight 
head wind Lieutenant Andrews feels con- 
fident that he can make the trip in one 
continuous flight. In the event that the 
winds are unfavorable, he contemplates 
landing at McCook Field, Dayton, Ohio, 


to refuel the ship and will proceed to 
Selfridge Field. He will then attempt .to 
make the non-stop flight on the return 


trip. 

Lieutenant Andrews, who is now sta- 
tioned at Kelly Field, has flown this fa- 
mous ship before and is thoroughly fa- 
miliar with all of its peculiar features. If 
he is successful, it will be the first time 
that a non-stop flight from the Mexican 
to the Canadian border has been accom- 
plished. In order to take advantage of 
the moon for an early take-off, he chose 
the early part of October for the flight. 





THREE NATIONAL GUARD OFFICERS 
FOR MILITIA BUREAU DETAIL. 

The law recently passed by Congress 
prescribed that three National Guard offi- 


cers be assigned for duty in the Militia’ 


Bureau. The term of tenure of the detail 
not being mentioned in the act, the War 
Department has appointed a committee to 
work out the minor details of this feature 
of the bill. National Guard officers who 
are not members of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps are not eligible for this duty, and 
should a Guard officer be in this class he 
would have to be admitted into the Re- 
serve Corps before he could be ordered to 
this duty. 

It is stated that the term of the detail 
will probably be three years, although 
nothing definite has been decided. The 
Militia Bureau is considering a number 
of officers for this work. and will probably 
recommend a list to the War Department, 
which will select the successful officers and 
order them to duty. 


U.S.S. INGRAHAM WINS HIGHEST 
MERIT IN MINE LAYING CLASS. 


Tt has just been discovered by the Navy 
Department that in giving out the awards 
to different ships of the fleet the U. 
S.S. Ingraham, which won the highest 
merit in the mine laying class, was not 
mentioned. The Ingraham was  com- 
manded by Lieut. Comdr. H. B. Kelly, U. 
S.N., and has received a letter of com- 
mendation from the Secretary of the Navy. 

Lieut. J. H. Talbot, U.S.N., was named 
by the commanding officer as being the 
officer who contributed most to the suc- 
cess of the ship, and he has also been 
commended by the Secretary of the Navy. 

With this magnificent record the In- 
graham is now out of commission. 


If the War and Navy sub-committees 
of the House Committee on Appropria- 
tions insist upon secret sessions in the 
consideration of the Army and Navy ap- 
propriation bills, both bills will come up 
on the floor of the House under a cloud. 
I am assured by a number of influential 
members that not without a vigorous pro- 
test will they submit to any such high- 
handed methods in handling legislation 
dealing with the defenses of the nation. 
The secrecy of the proceedings will create 
distrust among the advocates of national 
defense on the floor of the House. The 
protest may take the form of a resolution 
which will be introduced immediately upon 
the convening of Congress for the regular 
session. 

Members from the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts are preparing to protest against 
the present personnel of the War and 
Navy Department sub-committee. A 
movement to secure representation upon 
the sub-committee will take definite form 
when the time arrives for the organization 
of the next House. 


National Defense Controlled by Inlanders. 


Representative French of Idaho, who is 
a member of the Navy sub-committee, is 
the nearest approach to a man who has 
sympathies with either coast. Idaho, to 
a certain extent, is alive to the importance 
of the defenses of the Pacific, but even Mr. 
French can lay no claim to representing 
the Pacific coast. Idaho is an inland 
state, as are all the other states which are 
represented on the sub-committee. 

There is absolutely no one on the War 
Department sub-committee who is in touch 
with the interest and sentiment on either 
of the coasts. The War Department sub- 
committee is composed of Representatives 
Anthony of Kansas, Stafford of Wiscon- 
sin, Slemp of Virginia, Crampton of Michi- 
gan, Sisson of Mississippi and Harrison 
of Virginia. It ig true that Virginia has 
a coast line, but Mr. Slemp represents the 
9th Congressional District, which is on 
the western point of Virginia out of touch 
with the seacoast, and Mr. Harrison the 
7th, which oceupies the same relative po- 
sition from the coast. Both these districts 
are out of sympathy with the Atlantic 
coast interests. 

Mr. Byrnes of South Carolina, who is 
on the Naval Committee, is not entirely 
unfriendly to the coast. He has frequent- 
ly supported national defense measures, 
but is not classed as a representative of 
the Atlantic coast. Representatives Kel- 
ley of Michigan, Davis of Minnesota and 
Oliver of Alabama are out of touch with 
the Atlantic coast. The Navy sub-com- 
mittee comes nearer being representative 
of the coasts than does the War Depart- 
ment sub-committee, which is entirely un- 
friendly to the coast and under the domi- 
nation of inland interests. It appears to 
be difficult to arouse the inland states to 
the necessity of defending the coast and 
unfortunately there is a selfish feeling of 
security against attack in the inland sec- 
tions of the country. 


Churches Now Frown on Pacifists. 


When Congress convenes the pacifists 
will not have the support from the 
churches that they had in the last session. 
In the two months beginning July 29, 
when the “no war’ demonstration was 
conducted in the churches throughout the 
country, and ending Sept. 29, there has 
been a most remarkable change in the atti- 
tude of the church leaders towards the 
national defenses of the country. 

It would be impossible now for the dis- 
armament propagandists to use _ the 
churches to spread their doctrine. Pro- 
tests have been pouring into Washington 
from the churches against the atrocities 
that have been committed in Turkey. The 
Smyrna massacre has had about the same 
effect upon the Christian world as the 
sinking of the Lusitania. Demands have 
come from some of the more indignant 
Christian ministers that the United 
States use an armed force in protecting 
Christians against the murderous Turks. 

While, as indicated by Secretary of 
State Hughes’s statement, this govern- 
ment will refuse to be drawn into the set- 
tlement of the Near Eastern question, the 
affair has brought forcibly to the minds of 
the church leaders the fact that the armed 
forces of the great powers are protecting 
the Christian missionaries in all of the 
backward countries: If it were not for 
the British fleet and army the Smyrna 
massacre would be but the beginning of 
what would take place in Constantinople 
and the Near East. The Turks would not 
leave a living Christian in all of that area, 
which they would sweep over if it were not 
for the restraining power of the British 
army and navy. 


Effect of Near East Developments. 


With this striking object lesson of what 
the armed forces of the great powers are 
doing for civilization the influence of the 
church in the next session will be to a 
certain extent exerted in support of pre- 
paredness legislation. Dr. Freeman, rec- 
tor of the Church of the Epiphany, one of 
the largest in Washington, upon return- 
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ing from Europe preached a powerful ser- 
mon in which he advocated preparedness 
on the part of America. He frankly ad- 
mitted that prior to the developments in 
the Near East he was inclined to believe 
that the time had arrived for the reduc- 
tion of armament. Now he declared with 
great emphasis that he thought that the 
Christian world should maintain its arma- 
ments. He was especially severe on paci- 
fists, and expressed the hope that there 
was none in his congregation. His sermon 
is only an illustration of the change in 
the sentiment among thoughtful church 
leaders. 

This change in sentiment in church cir- 
cles, it is believed, will have a far-reach- 
ing effect upon the women of ithe country. 
Members of Congress have excused their 
votes against preparedness measures by 
declaring that the churches and the women 
are for disarmament. It is true that there 
will still be dreamers among the church 
leaders and the women who will cling to 
the delusions of disarmament, but the 
Near Eastern developments will make the 
thoughtful and clear-sighted church lead- 
ers hesitate before they will allow the 
pacifists to use the churches in undermin- 
ing the defenses of the country. 


Congress Will Hear from the People. 


It is difficult to estimate what effect it 
will have on the attitude of Congress at 
the approaching session. Already this in- 
fluence is making itself felt in Congres- 
sional circles and it will only be necessary 
for preparedness advocates to let the coun- 
try know what the War and Navy De- 
partment sub-committees propose to do to 
the defenses of the country, in order to 
secure results_in the next session of Con- 
gress. 

Although the sub-committees have not 
yet advised the War and Navy Depart- 
ments on what date the hearings will be- 
gin, it is understood that Nov. 10 has been 
selected. It is evident that Chairman 
Madden and his lieutenants on the sub- 
committee are anxious to act quickly and 
secretly before the country becomes 
aroused to the dangers of their program. 


Army Elimination Clouds Lifting. 

While the Dickman board acted on quite 
a number of cases in which confidential 
orders for the retirement and discharge of 
officers will be canceled, it has not yet ar- 
rived at a decision as to how far it will 
go in employing demotion in readjusting 
the grades of officers under the Curry- 
Anthony act. ‘There is still a difference 
of opinion among the members of the 
board on this subject. 

It is believed that some time next week 
the board will reach a decision.. It is be- 
ing urged by some members of the board 
that a decision should be reached so that 
an announcement could be made to the 
Army that there would be no more :elimi- 
nations. Even now it would be possible 
to solve the entire problem by demotion, 
but some of the members of the board are 
insisting that this would have a demoral- 
izing effect on the Service, by the retire- 
ment of more officers than haye already 
received confidential orders. 

It is stated that the board has before it 
a number of applications for retiremen* 
upon which it has not acted. Members of 
the board think that officers have acted 
too hastily in making these applications, 
because they have assumed there will be no 
more personnel legislation for the Army. 
While the prospects for promotion might 
not appear bright at this time, there are 
a great many things that may happen 
which would result in fixing the officer 
strength of the Army according to the 
provisions of the Pershing bill. 


For an Increase of Officers. 


During the session of the Reserve Offi- 
cers’ convention at Washington there was 
evidence of sentiment for more officers for 
the Regular Army, to supply the needs of 
the Organized Reserves. Under the pres- 
ent plans of the War Department there 
are not enough Regular Army officers pro- 
vided for the units of the Organized Re- 
serves to keep them up to the strength 
that will eventually be demanded by Re- 
serve officers. There is also a shortage of 
Regular officers with the National Guard. 
With the expansion and development of 
the National Guard this demand for Reg- 
ulars will be increased. Eventually the 
demand for an increase in the number of 
Regular officers will come from the Na- 
tional Guard and the Reserves. Such a 
call will be heeded by Congress and will 
require little or no effort on the part of 
the War Department. For this reason the 
older officers in the Service are inclined to 
the opinion that some of the younger offi- 
cers are rather too impatient and are in- 
clined to act hastily in making applica- 
tions for discharge and retirement. 





ADMIRAL SCHROEDER, U.S.N., ILL, 
TAKEN TO WASHINGTON. 


Rear Admiral Seaton Schroeder, U.S.N., 
who has been critically ill at his James- 
town cottage following a recent attack of 
heart failure, was taken to Washington 
Oct. 3 in a private Pullman car. He was 
accompanied by Mrs. Schroeder and their 
daughters, who have been in constant at- 
tendance at his bedside. :

THE CITADEL OPENS NEW 
BUILDINGS ON NEW SITE. 

The Citadel, the historic military col- 
lege of South Carolina, opened its new 
buildings and grounds at Hampton Park, 
on the banks of the Ashley river, Charles- 
ton, 8.C., on Sept. 20, 

The new school plant is to be large in 
extent and completely equipped. Three of 
the new buildings, a dormitory accommo- 
dating 425, the administration © building 
and the hospital are completed and others 
are well under way. The building con- 
struction already completed and well ad- 
vanced has cost in the neighborhood of a 
million dollars and it is planned to spend 
more than two million additional for fur- 
ther buildings. 

In the World War years 100 per’cent. of 
the graduates went into the armed forces 
of the United States and the first South 
Carolinian to fall in France was Lieut. 
John H. David, a graduate of the Citadel 
in the class of 1914. Of the twenty classes 
graduated in the years preceding the World 
War fifty-three per cent were in the United 
States service. The actual number was 
about 325, of whom 319 were commissioned 
officers in the Army, Navy or Marine 
Corps, 130 of the number being in the A. 
E.F. Of these latter six were, killed in 
action and sixteen others wounded.

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Navy Torpedo Plane 
Proves Its Value 


The torpedo plane has “arrived.” It is 
an important new weapon in naval war- 
fare. Recent experiments with tor- 
pedo planes against battleships at sea 
of the Chesapeake confirm conclusions 
from previous British experiments against 
ships in harbor, that the mechanical diffi- 
culties of launching automobile torpedoes 
from airplanes“ have been solved. This is 
a triumph for the inventor of the torpedo 
plane, Kear Admiral Fiske, U.S. 

There is every reason for pursuing the 
further development of the torpedo plane, 
in common with air power in general, as 
an adjunct to sea power. There is no oc- 
easion, however, for being thrown off our 
balance and jumping to the false and 
highly dangerous conclusion that air power 
can ever be a substitute for sea power. 
Aircraft have their limitations no less 
than have ships. Each kind has its spe 
cial sphere of usefulness, supplementary 
one to the other. 

In many respects the torpedo plane is 
superior to the bomber. The former ap- 
pears to be capable of greater accuracy of 
fire, at least when not opposed by force, 
us demonstrated by the high percentage 
of hits in the torpedo plane experiments. 
Moreover,. there seems to be a greater 
probability of serious damage to the tar- 
get ship with a torpedo hit than with a 
bomb hit. On the other hand, the torpedo 
plane is probably more vulnerable to the 
counter efforts which ships can make than 
is the bomber. 

The torpedo cannot be dropped for a 
srecessful run unless the plane is within 
fifty feet of the water. In this position 
the plane may be damaged severely by a 
barage of splashes laid down by the guns 
of the target ships or of their screening 
vessels. This may well prove a greater 
disadvantage than that confronting the 
bember, of having to fire from a position 
of very limited extent horizontally above 
its target. Smoke screens are also likely 
to preve a greater embarrassment to the 
torpedo plane than the bomber. 

But the principal reply to both these 
new weapons must come from the air it- 
self. The small, fast, handy fighting plane 
will always be a terror for the giant, slow- 
moving, low-flying carrier of big weapons. 

It is perfectly true, as claimed so often 
by air radicals, that a fleet approaching a 
hostile coast usually cannot expect to have 
a superiority of fighting planes over the 
air’ forces based on shore. Bombers and 
torpedo planes accompanied by fighters in 
preponderant numbers may well drive a 
fleet from the coast. But this begs the 
question. Modern guns, mines and sub- 
marines have made coast power superior 
to sea power, and limited the distance to 
which a fleet may approach a hostile coast 
safely. The advent of air power merely 
extends that distance and renders coast 
power more potent. It does not and can- 
not nullify the value of sea power in the 
form of ships, substantially of the present 
types, in controlling sea communications: 
which after all is the primary function of 
navies, 

When fleet is pitted against fleet each 
will have its own aircraft carriers, and 
the fleet possessing a superiority of fight- 
ing planes will have a great advantage 
over an opponent who has specialized in 
bombers and torpedo planes at the ex- 
pense of fighters. 

While neither the torpedo plane nor the 
bomb-carrving plane can_ revolutionize 
naval warfare, they are nevertheless valu: 
able weapons whose development should 
be continued energetically. 


SECRETARY DENBY PRAISES 
ATLANTIC FLEET EXERCISES. 

In a dispatch to the commander-in-chief 
of the Atlantic Fleet, Sept. 28, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, speaking for the Navy 
Department, expressed appreciation of the 
excellent results that were obtained from 
the torpedo plane practice held off the Vir- 
ginia capes Sept. 27. 

Serretary Denby, in his message to the 
admiral, emphasized the fact that the suc- 
cessful maneuvers conducted with 40 tor- 
pedo planes and one dirigible and battle- 
ships were a high tribute to the efficiency 
of the fleet organization and showed that 
naval aviation was being developed along 
sound constructive lines as a strong and 
ageressive arm of the fleet. 

The maneuvers both by the planes in 
attacking and the battleships in avoiding 
attack demonstrated .a high state of effi- 
ciency, Mr. Denby said, and the prompt 
return of the air force to their bases after 


. Maneuvers seventy miles off the coast in- 


dicates the excellent .condition of these 
forces.

SPECIAL FIELD ARTILLERY 
SCHOOL AT CAMP LEWIS. 


Maj. Gen. Charles H. Muir, command- 
ing the 3d Division and Camp Lewis, has 
inaugurated an interesting military inno- 
vation in connection with the training of 
the Army officers stationed at Camp 
Lewis. Recent movements of troops have 
made necessary the reorganization of many 
units stationed at the camp, and many 
officers and soldiers, formerly with Infan- 
try organizations, have been transferred 
and attached to the 10th Field Artillery. 
This change will make Camp Lewis a lead- 
ing Field Artillery post, and a_ special 
school for Artillery training has been or- 
ganized. 

It is thought that a general education 
in all the fundamentals of the combatant 
arms will equip officers and soldiers with 
a knowledge of the co-ordination of the 
functions of the different branches. Some 
training of this nature was attempted in 
the late war when it became necessary for 
officers and men of the Cavalry to take 
Field Artillery batteries and regiments, 
but the plan for the training of Infantry 
officers in the procedure of Artillery 
maneuver and firing is considered an inno- 
vation. 

The new plan will allow the officers on 
duty at Camp Lewis to complete a course 
covering all essentials of fire control, with 
an addition of the plotting and correction 
of Artillery fire in addition to a full know]l- 
edge of musketry, mortar and howitzer 
firing. 

The school is being conducted under the 
supervision of Brig. Gen. Robert Alexan- 
der, commanding the 3d Field Artillery 
Brigade, at Camp Lewis. More ‘than 
seventy-five officers are taking the three 
months’ basic Field Artillery course which 
commenced Sept. 18.

This was a violation of the 
rule prohibiting coaching and the Marine 
Corps team was disqualified by the execu- 
tive officer of the matches. In the final 
scoring the Marines stood second, which 
was just above the Cavalry team. The 
Cavalrymen, living up to their sportsman- 
ship, requested the National Board for the 
Promotion of Rifle Practice to allow the 
record made by the Marines to stand. After 
due consideration the board approved this 
score.

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Army’s Barling Bomber 
Gigantic Air Machine 


The latest development in large planes 
of the bombing type is shortly to make its 
appearance at the Fairfield Air Intermedi- 
ate Depot near Dayton, Ohio. This Goli- 
ath of the air. the Barling bomber, is a 
triplane of 120 feet spread, a height of 28 
feet and an over-all length of 65 feet. 
The fuselage is ten feet in diameter and 
the chord of the upper and lower wings is 
fourteen feet and that of the intermediate 
wing ten feet. The plane weighs about 
twenty tons and is capable of carrying 
with it 10,800 pounds of bombs alone, ex- 
cluding the weight of the gasoline and the 
crew of four men, two pilots and two pas- 
sengers, who will be required to operate 
all the equipment under service conditions. 

This airplane is built with a view to 
obtaining information for the design and 
estimating performance of such types, and 
is so constructed that different sizes of 
bombs may be carried at the same time. 
A total of 5,000 pounds in bombs may be 
carried for twelve hours, 2,000 gallons of 
gasoline being necessary for a journey of 
that length. Whe plane can carry 10,000 
pounds of bombs in about seven hours on 
the same gasoline consumption. To carry 
this tremendous load six 400 h.p. Liberty 
engines are necessary, which means a 
consumption of about 180 gallons of 
gasoline per hour. It is also necessary to 
tarry on the plane the requisite instru- 
ments to show the pilot how all of these 
engines are functioning. A telephone will 
be installed to enable conversation to be 
carried on from the tail to the nose of the 
airplane; also a radio apparatus so that 
communication may be had with the ground 
when the plane is in the air. 

Officials of the Engineering Division of 
the Army Air Service at McCook Field, 
Dayton, Ohio, state that with good luck 
and not too much delay the Barling 
bomber should be flying at Wilbur Wright 
Field on or about Nov. 30. 


CO. B, 34TH INFANTRY, U.S.A.,

The ist Battalion, 34th Infantry, with

COMPTROLLER’S DECISION 
TO BE TESTED IN COURT. 


In all probability some of the Comp- 
troller’s decisions which have brought forth 
such a protest from the Services will be 
tested in court.

The firm of Ansell and Bailey have been 
consulted recently relative to the decisions 
of the Comptroller General rendered Aug. 
30, 1922, in the case of Lieutenant Crosby, 
U.S. Coast Guard, to the effect that an 
officer must be in a duty status to be enti- 
tled to rental allowance, and that when an 
officer is detached from duty and is in an 


unassigned or leave status he is not enti- 


tled to the allowance. 
Upon a consideration of Sec. 6 of the 
act of June 10, 1922, and the pertinent 


provisions of prior law respecting comm | 


tation of quarters these attorneys have 
given it as their opinion that the decision 
of the Comptroller General disregards the 
plain language and the evident purpose of 
the recent remedial statute, imports into 
it distinctions and restrictions. of prior law 
which it was the plain purpose of the new 
statute to abolish, proceeds upon obviously 
inconsistent reasoning and is wrong. 


This is a matter of substantial interest

Court of Claims. 
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Formation of the Reserve 
Officers’ Association 


HB first three days of the past 
I week saw the formation in the Wil- 
lard Hotel at Washington of the 
Reserve Officers’ Association of the United 
States. There were delegates present from 
each of ‘the nine corps areas into which 
the country is divided. These delegates 
represented the twenty-seven Reserve In- 
fantry divisions, the six Reserve Cavalry 
divisions and all non-divisional Reserve 


units. 

General Pershing, who addressed the 
convention, expressed the feeling held by 
the majority of the delegates that this con- 
vention, in forming the Reserve Officers’ 
Association of the United States, took one 
of the most important steps in the mili- 
tary history of this country. In his speech 
the General brought out the fact that ade- 
quate national defense can only be ob- 
tained. through the united, determined and 
unselfish action of a strong society com- 
posed of civilians who, recognizing the re- 
sponsibilities of citizenship, have volun- 
tarily accepted the right and the responsi- 
bility of being first to accept the dangers 
inevitably connected with leadership in 
time of war. 


Power of the Association 


General Pershing pointed out with con- 
siderable emphasis that prior to the recent 
war the Regular Army had in too many 
ways failed to understand the people as a 
whole, and that the people as a whole had 
entirely misunderstood the Regular Army. 
He stressed the fact that a Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Association composed primarily of 
broad-minded civilians with battlefield ex- 
perience, unwilling to be led aside by fan- 
cied grievances or petty wrongs, deter- 
mined to insure a proper system of na- 
tional defense based on the broadest possi- 
ble principles, could, by the very fact that 
its members were civilians, freed from 
the danger of governmental interference 
due to the holding of office, bring real pre- 
paredness before the country, keep it_be- 
fore the country and insure that office- 
holders would carry it through. 

General Harbord, the Deputy Chief of 
Staff, in a most able speech, compared the 
inefficient way in which the business of 
conducting the national insurance of the 
United States is carried on with the effi- 
cient manner in which the insurance of 
any private corporation is conducted and 
demonstrated the criminal stupidity, with 
consequent unnecessary loss of blood and 
gold, with which we have always fought 
our wars. 


A Remarkable Convention 


The convention was remarkable for a 
number of reasons. From the beginning 
it was abundantly evident that while the 
delegates were determined to insure the 
adequate equipment, training and organi- 
zation of the Reserve forces of the United 
States, that they fully understood that the 
Reserve forces were but one component of 
the Army of the United States, and that 
the Army as a whole must be properly pro- 
vided for. 

Throughout the convention it was shown 
again and again that while the delegates 
were interested in the fair and adequate 
treatment of veterans, the primary pur- 
pose of the society was to organize to 
meet the responsibilities of to-day and the 
future with respect to adequate national 
defense, 

More than once it was conclusively 
demonstrated that the delegates had no 
sympathy with those well meaning but ab- 
solutely impractical citizens who, blind to 
the failings of human nature and the con- 
dition of the world as it is to-day, believe 
that the panacea for all Mls is disarma- 
ment. The fierce determination aroused 
by all references to the work of those peo- 
ple in this country who do not believe in 
our present form of government and to 
those foreign propagandists who would 
like to see us disarmed in the midst of a 
world at loggerheads, shows that there is 
a considerable body of citizens in this coun- 
try who will not tolerate anything other 
than the supremacy of our institutions and 
beliefs, regardless of the price which must 
be paid to maintain them. 

In the discussions having to do with the 
constitution of the association, while the 
desire wag evident to form a society pri- 
marily made up of and run by Reservists, 
it was also very plain that there was every 
wish to avoid anything which might be 
construed as a lack of sympathy for and 
understanding of other components of the 
Army, coupled with a willingness to aid 
them in every possible way, and above all 
to vigorously support any fight made by 

lievers in adequate national defense as 
against its opponents. 

Article II of the constitution states: 


“The object of this association shall be to 
support and assist in the development and 
execution of a military policy for thé 
United States which shall provide adequate 
national defense.” The speeches. the reso- 
lutions and the spirit of the convention 
showed that this article was interpreted 
as meaning not only a vigorous campaign 
in favor of the principles so laid down, 
but above all an aggressive, vigorous, con- 
tinuous and determined fight against all 
individuals and societies opposed to ade- 
quate national defense. 

There is every indication that the first 
week in October saw the birth in Wash- 
ington of a society of citizens who have 
proved their belief in the responsibilities 
which go with citizenship by the accept- 
ance of éhe responsibility for the present 
and the future; who, unhampered in their 
exercise of the fullest political rights of 
citizenship, are determined that the day is 
past when our leaders in public life can 
ignore the necessity for national insur- 
ance in the form of adequate national de- 
fense without endangering their own po- 
litical careers, regardless of their political 
affiliations. 

The day has gone when support on the 
grounds of economy can be gained by sav- 
ing less than ten millions on the appropria- 
tions for essential parts of the Army of 
the United States while at the same time 
increasing the appropriations carried by 
the budget for rivers and harbors by more 
than sixteen millions. 





The Mitchel Field 
Demonstration 


I AST week a most important series 


of experiments were carried out at 

Mitchel Flying Field, Long Island, 
an account of which will be found on page 
135 of this issue. These experiments con- 
sisted of a series of problems in which 
Air Service, Engineering, Coast and Field 
Artillery troops of the Regular Army and 
Reserve officers of all these branches were 
present as participants and spectators. 
The engagements were designed to show 
the interdependence of the various ser- 
vices in war, and the necessity for co- 
operation and co-ordination in training as 
well as in the field. 

All participants in the recent war know 
that the question of communication be- 
tween an airplane over the enemy and 
troops on the ground was never entirely 
satisfactorily solved. One of the most 
difficult problems is the correct adjustment 
of artillery fire where the target cannot 
be seen from the terrestrial observation 
posts of the artillery, but must be observed 
from airplane hovering above. 

In the experiments on Long Island was 
worked out the idea of having the observa- 
tion plane adjust the gun-firing by signal- 
ing to the battery by means of nose dives, 
“zoones,” and banks in various directions 
and sequences. The observers’ sensing of 
the point of contact or burst of the pro- 
jectile with respect to the target. This 
method was used exclusively in all the 
firing and, it is understood, with great suc- 
cess. Various modern methods of com- 
munication, such as radio-telephony and 
telegraphy, the ordinary commercial tele- 
phone and telegraph and the transporta- 
tion of written messages by means of rail- 
ways, automobile, and airplane have 
reached the point where they answer for 
the ordinary activities of life. These have 
been modified and supplemented to meet 
the peculiar exigencies of field conditions 
in war, but to date the problem of rapid 
and uninterrupted communication of data 
from observing planes is far from being 
satisfactorily solved. 

The efficient and co-ordinated use of the 
various arms of the Services demand a 
perfection of communication, which up to 
the present has not existed on any battle- 
field. The importance of such communica- 
tions cannot be exaggerated. Experiments 
such as these recently conducted on Long 
Island tending to solye the most necessary 
and vital problem of communication of the 
air force and the troops on the ground are 
highly valuable and should not be meas- 
ured in terms of money. 

To perform these experiments one bat- 
tery 75-mm field guns was needed; a small 
amount of camouflage material also had 
to be procured; the necessary planes were 
already at Mitchel Field. The nearest field 
battery was at Camp Dix, N.J. Compara- 
tively few dollars would have purchased 
the chicken wire and other material 
needed for the camouflage; none being on 
hand. The question of obtaining the $250 
necessary to move the battery from Dix 
to Mitchel Field almost prevented the ex- 
periment from being carried out. Fifteen 
dollars was finally obtained for the camou- 
flage. The prevention of such important 
experiments because of the lack of a few 
hundred dollars would be ridiculous, if it 
were not certain that the failure to carry 
them out inevitably means tragic failure 
and unnecessary loss of life in war. 


Peace Value of the Navy 


DMIRAL BRISTOL’S eall for ad- 
A ditional destroyers in Near East- 

ern waters, to assist in the protec- 
tion of American interests, again empha- 
sizes the great economic value of the Navy 
during peace. Without. even considering 
any question of national defense, the Navy 
has always much more than justified the 
cost of its maintenance by the perform- 
ance of its peace function of protecting 
and promoting our sea-borne trade and 
other commercial interests abroad. 

The margin of our prosperity, affecting 
all citizens, collectively and individually, 
is measured by our export trade. Amer- 
ica’s great productivity creates an annual 
surplus of $6,000,000,000 worth of goods 
above home requirements. Unless this 
surplus continues to be transported safely 
over salt water and marketed our farmers 
will be unable to make expenses and mil- 
lions of other workers in mines, factories 
and transportation systems will be reduced 
to idleness. Our recent post-war “hard 


times” experience, when Europe was too 
poor to buy our surplus, is sufficient dem- 
onstration of the relation between pros- 
perity for individual Americans and ade- 
quate foreign markets. The same thing 
has been proved periodically in our his- 
tory. France’s interference with our 
trade in 1798, President Jefferson’s em- 
bargo of 1807, the British blockade of our 
coasts in 1814, the Federal sea blockade 
of the Confederacy, all caused widespread 
impoverishment. 


- The Navy Our Safeguard 


The Navy has always been, and must 
continue to be, the principal agency in se- 
curing our access to foreign markets; not 
only through combatant action when neces- 
sary, but also by its profound restraining 
influence when we are at peace with all 
the world. The abolition of our Navy after 
the Revolution was followed by ruinous 
depredations upon our important grain 
trade to the Mediterranean by the Bar- 
bary coast pirates. Only by building a 
navy and attacking the pirates could the 
trade be re-established. 

Cessation of French interference with 
our merchant shipping, in 1798, came only 
after a quasi war in which our frigates 
were employed against the French. 

Even after our virtual defeat at the 
hands of the British in the 1812 war the 
restraining influence caused by our having 
a navy prevented a recurrence of the in- 
terference with our trade which was -re- 
spousible for the war in the first instance. 

For many decades the development of 
our trade in unsettled regions of the world, 
such as China and the Caribbean, has been 
made possible only through the stabilizing 
influence of a navy constantly in evidence. 
Our trade to-day in the latter region 
amounts to about. $500,000,000 annually. 
This source of wealth could not continue 
without the Navy’s activity. Undoubtedly 
the influence of our strong Navy was the 
principal element in postponing Germany’s 
unrestricted submarine warfare for more 
than a year, during which we enjoyed un- 
paralleled prosperity. 


The Navy as a Pioneer 


The Navy’s role of opening up new trade 
opportunities is even less generally known. 
Its value to the country in this field has 
always been and continues to be very great 
indeed. After quieting the Barbary pirates 
our fleet went to Turkey, where it was the 
principal agency in developing an Ameri- 
can export trade, which by 1811 amounted 
to more than $1,000,000 annually. In 
1840 Commodore Kearny opened Chinese 
ports to American ships. Commodore Perry 
opened Japan in 1854, and eighteen years 
later Commodore Shufeldt accomplished 
the same end in Korea, the last of the her- 
mit kingdoms. 

Within the last decade the Navy opened 
and stabilized Haiti, a naturally very rich 
country, where business on any scale had 
been impossible on account of internal 
conditions. Since the Armistice in Bu- 
rope Admiral Bristol has been diligently 
at work fostering commercial opportuni- 
ties for Americans in the Near Hast and 
Black Sea region. His success has been 
notable, and in view of recent develop- 
ments there creating ill feeling between 
Turks and many of our trade rivals, Ad- 
miral Bristol can continue to render emi- 
nent’ service in weighting American pocket- 
books for a long time to come. 

Measured by the value of our export 
trade, the indispensable insurance which 
the Navy renders to this keystone of pros- 
perity costs about one-fourth of one per 
cent. -Manifestly, even from merely an 
economic point of view, the country cannot 


afford to do without a strong Navy.

The Cart Before the Horse 


N a recent editorial headed “Brave but 
Inexpert” the Los Angeles ‘Times 
blames the Regular Army for the mili- 

tary inefficiency displayed by the United 
States in each of its wars. ; 

The editorial writers of the Times in 
discovering that the United States has 
never waged war efficiently, but always 
wastefully, inefficiently and expensively, 
have at least learned something. We -con- 
gratulate them on having gotten this far 
in their education with respect to military 
affairs. 

However, we advise them, in the first 
exuberance which follows the making of 
an interesting discovery, not too loudly to 
assign reasons for this ineffectiveness until 
they have engaged in further study. 

Even a superficial and partial investiga- 
tion, if carried out, will show them that 
from the beginning of the history of this 
country the Regular officer has been a 
voice crying in the wilderness, proclaiming 
the need to build up the proper machinery 
in time of peace in order that when war 
does come the armed force of the United 
States may function immediately and 
properly. He has never been listened to. 
He has never been given anything that he 
asked for. He has always been scoffed at. 
Inevitably, when war has come we have 
been confronted with the conditions which 
the Regular officer has always maintained 
we would.be confronted with, and which 
exist not because of him but in spite of 
him. 

At the time of the Spanish-American’ 
War we had no General Staff, we had no 
body which could co-ordinate the efforts 
of the various branches of the Service. 
We had no body which could make war 
plans. ‘The reason we lacked such neces- 
sary organization was not because the 
Regular Army did not understand the ne- 
cessity for it; mot because Regular officers 
had not mocetaiiy, out the need 
for it and deman it, but because the 
Congress of the United States would pay 
not the slightest attention to what the 
Regular said. 

When the World War broke out we had 
a small General Staff, insufficiently pro- 
vided with clerks and stenographers 
other necessities to do the work which it 
should have done. Prior to the Mexican 
mobilization the War College Division was 
insufficient even to properly co-ordinate 
and distribute the information which it 
obtained on Mexico. in and again 
various chiefs of staff pointed out what 
was necessary to bring about such a mo- 
bilization as took place on the Mexican 
border. They pointed out that such mobil- 
ization was as nothing to what would be 
required in case of entry into the World 
War. They were not listened to. Worse 
than that, Mr. Hay of Virginia and others 
in the governing body of the United States, 
without any particular resistance on the 
part of the Executive, if not with his 
downright approval, reduced the General 
Staff of the Army to the point that in 
spite of the fact that Mr. Bryan. had 
brought home most of our Regular officers 
who were in Europe, the reports and the 
material of all kinds, of most tremendous 
value, sent in by the few who remained, 
could not be properly prepared for the use 
of our own Army. During this time, if 
the newspapers of the country had been 
adequately prepared and if their Wash- 
ington correspondents had whole-heartedly 
and considerately brought out the facts as 
they were; if their editorial writers and 
managing editors had taken the trouble to 
get the voluminous information issued by 
the Regular Service in every possible way, 
pointing out what inevitably would hap- 
pen if we came to war, what did hap- 
pen, matters would have been in different 
shape. 

The blame for our costly errors in every 
war which we have fought does not rest 
on the Regular officer, but upon the aver- 
age citizen of the United States. It rests 
on men such as the one who wrote the edi- 
torial headed “Brave but Inexpert.” Such 
a man, writing for a paper with the influ- 
ence and power of the Los Angeles Times, 
has no right to pass snap judgments 
founded on ignorance or ible personal 
dislike. If he himself does not possess 
sufficient fairness of mind and spirit to 
want to take the. trouble to get at the 
truth, then his emplovers should not allow 
him to write editorials. 

If the editorial was written by their or- 
ders and not through his desire they mark 
themselves as unworthy of the great. ,

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A New Departure 


in Reserve Training 


Saturday, Sept. 30, marked the conclu- 
sion, at Mitchel Field, N.Y., of an inter- 
esting and unique demonstration conduct- 
ed by officers of the permanent and reserve 
components of the Coast and Field Artil- 
lery, Engineers and Air Service of the 2d 
Corps Area. 

The demonstration was held from Sept. 
90 to 30, inclusive, and was undertaken on 
the assumption that the majority of Re- 
serve officers who, due to lack of funds ap- 
propriated for training purposes, or to 
pressure of business affairs, were unable 
to participate in the annual training 
camps would willingly spare two or three 
days oceasionally to keep in touch with 
the “military game.” 

The problem worked out involved co- 
operation and co-ordination between the 
Services participating. It consisted of phases 
of from two to three days each, during 
which a battery of Field Artillery, repre- 
senting army and corps artillery, conduct- 
ed reconnaisance, prepared and went into 
camouflaged positions under hostile aerial 
observation and opened fire upon enemy 
targets. Anti-aircraft guns and machine 
guns took up positions covering the heavy 
battery emplacements and each phase or 
cycle of events was concluded by a night 
demonstration of aerial bombing attack 
against objectives covered by modern anti- 
aircraft searchlights. 


All Reservists Invited. 


All Reserve officers in the 2d Corps 
Area of the four branches named were in- 
vited to visit Mitchel Field for periods of 
from one to three days for the purpose of 
viewing the demonstration. Provision was 
made for quartering and messing of the 
visiting officers and opportunity was af- 
forded those who desired to make flights 
and to view the positions in the capacity 
of aerial observers. 

A unique feature of the demonstration 
was the firing of the Artillery adjustment 
problems, in which the “sensing” of the 
bursts at the target was transmitted to 
the battery by means of evolutions of the 
observing plane, to the exclusion of all 
other means of communications. This 
system, perfected by Maj. Junius W. Jones, 
Air Ser., gave very satisfactory results. 

The small area of the terrain available 
rendered it impracticable to actually fire 
shell or shrapnel. Tiiis handicap was 
overcome by utilizing a “quadrant” tar- 
get consisting of a group of silver alumi- 
num painted panels, arranged on the 
ground in the form of a cross with an ar- 
row head indicating the direction of the 
gun-target line. 

Blanks were fired at the battery and at 
the expiration of the theoretical time of 
flight “bursts” were simulated at the tar- 
get by means of “puffs” of smoke caused 
hy setting off charges of black powder. 
There was also tried out very successfully 
a “burst shutter” consisting of a Venetian 
blind arrangement with one side of the 
“leaves” painted with 
the reverse being camouflaged with earth- 
colored and green paint. 


Lectures on Problems. 


Certain of the problems were followed 
hy critiques, and short, informal lectures 
on various subjects were given as follows: 

Selection and concealment of battery po- 
sitions, Maj. Aymor Embury, 2d Engrs., 
O.R.C. 

Theory and practice in adjustment of 
artillery fire, Lieut. Col. Robert H. Hazel- 
tine, C.A., O.R.C. 

High burst ranging, Maj. Walter Selig- 
man, C.A., O.R.C. 

Maj. William R. McCleary, C.A.C., who 
was detailed as officer in charge of the 
demonstration, is executive officer of the 
Harbor Defense Group. Coast Artillery 
Organized Reserves, the headquarters of 
which are located at the Army Building, 
39 Whitehall street, New York city. It 
was largely through his efforts that au- 
thority was granted for the experiment, 
which has resulted in a revival of interest 
on the part of nearly 300 Reserve officers 
and prospective officers of the 2d Corps 
Area, most of whom had had no opportu- 
nity to participate in military activities 
since separation from active service. 

In discussing the problem with the rep- 
resentative of the ARMY AND Navy Jour- 
NAL, Major McCleary stated: “Success 
would have been impossible but for the co- 
operation of Maj. W. R. Weaver, com- 
manding officer of Mitchel Field, and his 
command, who, in spite of the serious 
handicap of depleted and overworked per- 
sonnel and insufficient matériel and equip- 
ment, contributed to the limit in carrying 
out the mission of the Air Service in the 
demonstration. The awful accident on 
Saturday evening, the 23d when one offi- 
cer and five enlisted men of the Air Ser- 
vice lost their lives while engaged in carry- 
ing out their mission, would appear to 
have been sufficient excuse for a complete 
Suspension of night flying activities, but 
not so with the Air Service. It was ‘all 
in the day’s work,’ so they said, and con- 
tinued to ‘carry on.’ 

Special credit is also due to the officers 
and men of the 62d Anti-Aircraft Regi- 
— from Fort Totten for their whole- 
sanrted co-operation and assistance, and 
J the officers and men of B Battery, 6th 
— Artillery, who marched all the way 
rom Camp Dix to fulfil their arduous

mission of representing a whole group of 
corps ‘heavies’; from digging in, building 
camouflage, etc., to demolishing the ene- 
my objectives: with H.E. ‘The mounted 
battery drills and the special demonstra- 
tion of artillery firing at Long Beach on 
Sunday afternoon the 24th were very in- 
teresting and valuable additions to the pro- 
gram. 
Reservists on Active Duty. 


The following Reserve officers volun- 
teered their services and were on: active 
duty during the entire period of the 
maneuver: Col. Henry C. Wilson, C.A., 
O.R.C.; Lieut. Col. Robert H. Hazeltine, 
C.A., O.R.C.; Maj. Aymar Embury, 2d 
Engrs., O.R.C., and Maj. Jep C. Hardigg, 
C.A., O.R.C. These are all officers with 
war records and experience and their en- 
thusiastic support and co-operation was a 
very large factor in making the undertak- 
ing a success.” 

The purpose of the demonstration and 
the results which it was hoped would be 
accomplished by it were set forth by the 
officer in charge in the course of an infor- 
mal talk to a group of the Reserve officers 
in attendance: 

“For several months I have been con- 
vinced that the apparent lethargy and lack 
of interest on the part of the Reserve offi- 
cers was due primarily to failure ‘to pro- 
vide training and other military activities 
that could be participated in by them. 
The Government only provided funds this 
year that would permit the calling into ac- 
tive service for training of-less than ten 
per cent. of the officers on the rolls. True, 
but on the other hand only twenty-five per 
cent. of them volunteered for the fifteen- 
day training period. What about the 
other seventy-five per cent.? I have talked 
to a large number of Reserve officers. I 
have corresponded with former officers and 
consulted with Regular Army officers on 
duty similar to mine. The final result is 
this demonstration problem. Its purpose 
is, primarily, to provide for you people 
who are busily engaged in earning your 
living a means by which you can come into 
contact occasionally, even if only for a few 
hours, with things military, into a mili- 
tary atmosphere, so to speak, and thus, by 
association with persons and ideas, bring 
back to your consciousness the fact that 
there still exists necessity for national de- 
fense, and that you, as officers of the Army 
of the United States, are integral and ma- 
terial factors in that defense and, as such, 
are responsible to your Government that 
your value shall not depreciate—shall not 
rust away. 

“Its secondary purpose is to bring you 
into contact with other branches of the 
Service and by concrete example impress 
upon you the interdependence of the dif- 
ferent arms and branches. You won’t get 
very far with an army made up entirely 
of Artillery, or Air Service, or of Engi- 
neers, and if we are going to work to- 
gether in war time as parts of one great 
whole we must train together in time of 
peace, we must acquire a sense of depen- 
dence one upon the other, and a knowl- 
edge that will help us realize something of 
the difficulties that the other fellow is up 
against. 

“Should this undertaking prove success- 
ful from your point of view, we hope that 
it will be the first of a series of similar 
affairs involving more troops from all 
branches and a more carefully planned 
program designed to bring the officers of 
the Reserve Corps into closer touch with 
their jobs.” 

Demonstration a Success. 

That the demonstration has proved a 
success from the viewpoint of the Reserve 
officers is evidenced by the attendance and 
by the comments contained in numerous 
letters already received from those who at- 
tended. The short time allowed for circu- 
larization allowed the officers only three 
to four days to make arrangements to at- 
tend, notwithstanding which it is noted 
that twice as many officers as attended 
the training camps of the four branches 
concerned in the 2d Corps Area during the 
past summer were present at Mitchel Field 
during the problem. Among these were 
officers from as far north as Rochester and 
Schenectady and from southern New 
Jersey. 

A board of Regular and Reserve officers 
has been appointed to observe and report 
upon the demonstration and make recom- 
mendations as to its usefulness in the 
training and organization program of the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps. 

Among the many interested visitors to 
Mitchel Field during the demonstration 
were the following general officers of the 
Regular Establishment and of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps: Maj. Gen. M. M. Patrick, 
Chief of Air Service; Maj.

AT FORT SNELLING. 


The seventy-sixth anniversary of the 
fall of Monterey was celebrated by for- 
mer and present members of the 3d In- 
fantry at Fort Snelling on Sept. 21. 

The occasion marked the return to the 
garrison of veterans long retired from ac- 
tive service, many of them arriving Wed- 
nesday in time to enjoy “retreat” and 
live over again reveille Thursday morning 
as a fitting beginning to a day of activity 
with the present personnel of the organi- 
zation. The day also marked the annual 
organization day of the oldest regiment of 
Infantry in the Service. 

The dinner served at night to the men 
at the Service Club and one at the same 
time at the University Club, St. Paul, for 
the officers, closed the festivities. The 
day was devoted to a review of the long 
and distinguished history of the 3d; to the 
entertainment of the former soldiers of 
the regiment who assembled at the post 
to observe the anniversary; to sports, and 
to a regimental review. 

Col. Alfred W. Bjornstad, in one of 
the most impressive ceremonies of the day, 
gave a résumé of the regimental history 
and displayed to the troops a number of 
‘lags which have been carried by the or- 
ganization since it was founded in the 
days of the Continental Army. Some of 
the banners are of such an age that even 
the regimental records do not reveal the 
exact date of their use. 

Events of the afternoon included a polo 
game between the Fort Snelling teams and 
a ball game between the 3d Infantry team 
and one representing the other units at 
the post. 

Among the oldest of the veterans pres- 
ent’ was Fred Vollhaber, seventy-eight 
years old, who joined the 3d in 1876, and 
before that served in the 10th Infantry. 
He retired from the service thirty years 
ago. 

A parade at 9 a.m. and address immedi- 
ately after by Colonel Bjornstad featured 
the forenoon. A program of sports in the 
afternoon and a smoker at the Service 
Club in the evening completed the day. 


MEETING OF CREDITORS OF SMITE, 
LOCKHART AND COMPANY. 


Ansell and Bailey, who have taken up 
the cases of the Service creditors of the 
bankrupt firm of Smith, Lockhart & Co., 
will attend the first meeting of the cred- 
itors of the concern at Baltimore, Oct. 13, 
in the U.S. District Court room. General 


Ansell and Colonel Bailey are watching 
the developments in the case very closely, 
with a view to protecting the interests of 
the Service creditors who have forwarded 
their claims through the ARMy AND Navy 
JouRNAL. The auditors have completed 
their work and the court «ppraisers ex- 
pect to be able to submit a statement of 
the assets of the firm in a few days. Gen- 
eral Ansell, speaking for the firm, said: 
“At a conference to-day with the re- 
ceivers of Smith, Lockhart & Co. we were 
informed that the auditors would complete 
their work this week. Their report, how- 
ever, being a voluminous one, a few days 
will be required to put it in typewritten 
form. When this is done the report will 
be available for inspection by counsel rep- 
resenting the creditors. Also we were in- 
formed that the court appraisers will 
probably complete their appraisal of the 
assets of the company before the end of 
the week. It is not believed that the ap- 
praisal will show assets in excess of $200,- 
We shall appear on behalf of the 
officers whom we represent at the first 
meeting of the creditors, which wil be held 
in the U.S. District Court room at Balti- 
more on the 13th of this month.” 








$100 FOR BEST LIAISON SYSTEM, 
FOR ARTILLERY AND INFANTRY. 


Due to requests from officers in the field 
who had been too busy with the summer 
training to devote any time to preparing 
articles on the best system of liaison be- 
tween the Artillery and Infantry in com- 
bat, the closing date of the contest for the 
best systems has been postponed one month 
and will now close on Nov. 1.

To encourage discus- 
sion of this most important subject and 
to bring out the many ideas held by those 
who had experience in the recent war, as 
well as those who have studied the ques- 
tion, and to encourage the study of this 
question by all people in military service, 
the AmerIcAN ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL 
will buy the best story on this subject for 
$100,- the second best for $50, the third 
best. for $25 and the fourth best for $15.

WHY WAES COME. 


Why Wars Come, by Rear Admiral A. P. 
Niblack, U.S.N. (Stratford Company, Bos- 
ton). Price, $1.50. 

The Hon. Philip Kerr recently visited 
America and explained the causes of the 
World War in an address called “The Pre- 
vention of War.” As former secretary 
and confidential adviser to Mr. Lioyd 
George he may be supposed to have had 
a special insight into world affairs, but he 
at least failed to recognize the dominant 
economic factors in the causes of war. 
The Right Hon. C. F. G. Masterman has 
recently published a book on “How Eng- 
land is Governed” as a 
republic, but he fails to analyze the real 
form of the British government and the 
changes it is undergoing. 

This timely book, Why Wars Come, by 
an experienced and well-known naval offi- 
cer, graphically analyzes the various forms 
of governments and foreign policies of the 
principal countries in the wor and 
points out the “jokers” in them w by 
the actual workings are shown to differ 
from the theoretical form. - The author 
puts his finger on the real causes of war— 
human greed. He shows that the funda- 
mentals which determine the stability of 
states are: (a) The form of government 


as embodying the ideals of the people; 
(b) national security, uiring strategic 
frontiers, and (c) the vital economic guar- 


antee of raw materials, markets and rea- 
a mp to the sea. 

Spheres of influence, colonial expansion, 
closed markets, preferential tariff and eco- 
nomic penetration, if inspired by greed, 
are but names for the economic exploita- 
tion of the world’s markets and raw ma- 
terials, which, when steered by secret and 
“dollar” diplomacy, make wars inevitable. 
We are keeping out of Europe to-day be- 
cause we mistrust European methods and 
intrigue in the past and see no change of 
heart in the present. It is the same old 
game of grabbing, compensations and ex- 
changing things not owned by these who 
barter them. It is the opinion of the au- 
thor that more wars are now in the mak- 
ing than ever before in the world’s history, 
and that, unless the fundamental dangers 
are clearly understood, the chances of 
avoiding wars are increased by ignorance 
of these dangers. 

The conflicting policies of the various 
governments are also pointed out and the 
most important foreign policies of the 
United States are stated in detail. 

The discussion of the differences in the 
details of the forms of government and the 
diagrams which accompany the analysis 
of each form of government will. prove. of 
great value to all university students and 
to those who are interested in the study 
of political science. The book is a serious 
attempt to analyze some .of the most im- 
portant causes of the war with a view to 
avoiding the dangers which lurk in - 
cies which are not altruistic and ba on 
the Golden Rule. 

It is an elementary treatise which 
should be in the hands of statesmen, poli- 
ticians and college students. ‘The defini- 
tion of the difference betwen a politician 
and a statesman is the first clear state- 
ment of the folly and danger of govern- 
ment by politicians.

CHAPMAN. 


In noting the death of Lieut. Col. Les- 
lie A. I. Chapman, Cav., U.S.A., at Fort 
Riley, Kas., Sept. 15, Brig. Gen. Malin 
Craig, U.S.A., the’ commandant, through 
Col. Douglas McCaskey, executive officer, 
said, in part: 

“He was a graduate of General Staff 
College, a distinguished graduate of the 
Infantry and Cavalry School, and was a 
thirty-second degree Mason and Shriner. 
Colonel Chapman served with distinction 
in the eampaigns against the Moro in 
1911 and 1912 and had reached Verdun 
with his regiment, the 816th Pioneer In- 
fantry before the signing of the armistice 
in 1918. He was a member of the faculty 
of the Cavalry School from 1919 to 1922 
and at the time of his death was a mem- 
ber of the Cavalry Board. 

“In the death of Colonel Chapman the 
Cavalry School and the Cavalry service 
have suffered a grevious loss. As one of 
the pioneers in the reorganization of the 
Cavalry School his influence was strongly 
felt. His ability as a writer and instruc- 
tor have made a lasting impression. His 
loyalty and his patience and kindliness to- 
wards those less gifted endeared him to 
the hearts of all. Not only was he a de- 
voted husband, but he had acquired a large 
circle of warm friends. To his bereaved 
widow and other members of his family, 
the commandant attests his personal grief 
and offers the condolences of himself and 
his command.” A brief notice of his death 
appeared in the ArMy AND Navy Jour- 
NAL of Sept. 23. 


CLARE. 


Rear Admiral Charles BE. Clark, U.S.N., 
retired, a distinguished officer of the 
Navy, a veteran of the Civil and Spanish- 
American Wars, and famous as captain of 
the battleship. Oregon in 1898, when he 
took her from the Pacific coast to Cuba 
in time to take part in the destruction of 
the Spanish flect, died at the home of his 
daughter at Long Beach, Calif., Oct. 1. 

Admiral Clark was born at Bradford, 
Vt., Aug. 10, 1843. and was appointed a 
midshipman at the Naval Academy in 
1860. He was at Annapolis for one year 
and then was transferred with the Acad- 
emy to Newport, R.1., and was graduated 
in October, 1863, with the second half of 
his class. He was ordered to the sloop- 
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of-war Ossipee in the West Gulf blockad- 
ing squadron, and served there under 
Farragut until the end of the war. He 
commanded the forward division on that 
vessel during the battle of Mobile Bay and 
the bombardment of Fort Morgan. 

At the end of the war Ensign Clark 


+ was ordered to the Vanderbilt, flagship of 


Commodore Rodgers, and convoy of the 
monitor Monadnock during her passage to 
the Pacific; while in this vessel he wit- 
nessed the bombardment of Valparaiso by 
the Spanish fleet. Later, having been 
transferred to the sidewheel steamer 
Suwanee, he was wrecked in Shadwell 
Passage, north of Vancouver Island, and 
was left in charge of the wreck. Hostile 
Indians tried to drive the wrecking party 
away, but Lieutenant Clark managed to 
frighten them away without bloodshed. 

Among many other duties he served in 
the receiving ship Vandalia, the Seminole, 
the monitors Dictator and Mahopac, at 
the Naval Academy as instructor in ord- 
nance, in the Hartford, Kearsarge and 
Monocacy on the Asiatic Station, in the 
Ranger surveying the West coast of Cen- 
tral America and Mexico, and in com- 
mand of the Behring Sea patrol fleet. 

He was ordered to command the moni- 
tor Monterey in Pacific waters in 1896 
and was in command of her in March, 
1898, at San Diego, when he received or- 
ders to proceed to San Francisco to com- 
mand the Oregon, and on March 19 
started on his historic voyage to Key 
West, Fla. It was a race against time. 
Apparently the Spanish in the Atlantic 
were more powerful, but the arrival of 
the Oregon would give our fleet the pre- 
ponderance. 

The first run of the Oregon was to 
Callao, 4,400 miles, made’ at a speed of 
nearly thirteen knots—a longer run and 
made at greater speed than was thought 
possible for one of our battleships at that 
time. Staying at Callao only long enough 
to fill with coal, Admiral Clark, then a 
captain, pushed on to’the Straits of Ma- 
gellan and passed through at full speed 
during darkness and storms. 

At Rio de Janeiro Admiral Clark was 
told that war had been declared; that the 
whereabouts of the Spanish fleet was un- 
known, and he was advised by the Navy 


Department to remain in Brazilian waters. 


until the Spanish fleet was disposed of; 
that he could disable his engines and give 
that as an excuse for remaining. He re- 
plied by cable that, unless otherwise or- 
dered, he would proceed to join our fleet 
in the West Indies, stopping at Bahia for 
information in regard to the Spanish fleet. 
At Bahia Captain Clark received his first 
encouragement from the Navy Depart- 
ment. The Secretary cabled: “Come on; 
we believe that you can do it,” and stated 
that the Spanish fleet had sailed, destina- 
tion unknown, but possibly to intercept 
the Oregon. 

The U.S.S. Marietta and Nictheroy had 
been delaying the Oregon, and outside 
Bahia Captain Clark dropped them, with 
orders to keep in shoal water, and if at- 
tacked to run the ships on shore and save 
life. He addressed the officers and crew 
of the Oregon on the quarterdeck, read to 
them his cablegram from the department, 
and stated that he intended to fight the 
Spanish fleet, if encountered; that he 
would steam ahead at full speed; that 
probably some of the Spanish vessels were 
faster than the others and would become 
“strung out” in the run and thus they 
could be defeated, in detail, and that he 
was confident that the Oregon alone could 
so cripple the fleet that it would cease to 
be a factor in the war. 

At Barbadoes Admiral Clark was in- 
formed that the Spanish fleet had been 
sighted the day previous steaming west- 
ward. He coaled until dark and then 
steamed for Florida the same day. At 
Jupiter Inlet, Fla., the nearest telegraph 
station, he reported the arrival of the 
Oregon, sixty-seven days from San Fran- 
cisco without a mishap and all ready for 
battle. The reply was to proceed to 
Hampton Roads if in need of repairs; if 
not needing repairs, proceed to Key West. 
The Oregon went to Key West, and coal- 
ing, joined the fleet off Havana. 

at the Oregon was in the battle of 
July 3 was wholly due to Captain Clark, 
who decided to waste no time in going to 
a navy yard to have the engines and the 
boilers of the Oregon examined. The part 
that the’ Oregon took in the battle of 
July 3 off Santiago is well known. Being 
the most easterly of all the ships when the 
Spanish fleet was sighted coming out, she 
quickly passed the Indiana, Iowa and the 
Texas, and held her own with the fast 
cruiser Brooklyn. It is known that each 
of the Spanish ships turned for the shore 
disabled as. the Oregon brought them 
abeam and poured in a full broadside. 

From leaving San Francisco until after 
the battle no salt water was admitted tu 
the boilers of the Oregon, and this, more 
than anything else, accounts for the speed 
of the Oregon during the battle. At all 
times on the blockade fires were lighted 
under all the boilers, and when the time 
came she was ready to use her full power. 
Captain Clark was advanced six numbers 
and to be a rear admiral for eminent and 
conspicuous services in battle. 

Admiral Clark rounded out his career 
as commandant of the League Island 
Navy Yard; as governor for three. years 
of the Naval Home at Philadelphia, and 
as president of the Naval Examining and 
Retiring Board. He was. retired from ac- 
tive service Aug. 10, 1905, on his sixty- 
second birthday. He was one of the most 
genial. and.yet one of the most modest mel

I.—Discharge by Purchase. sa Supperasraphs 
c and g, Paragraph 1, Cir. 201 .D 921, 
as interpreted by Cir. 145, W.D., 1922, are 
amended as follows: 

ec. In the case of a soldier who has been on 
a full duty status for less than one year since 
his last enlistment and who during such time 
has received the enlistment allowance authorized 
by Sec. 27 of the National Defense act, as 
amended by the act of Congress approved June 
4, 1920, or by ¢. 9 of the act of Congress 
approved June 10, 1922, the purchase price as 
fixed above will be increased by the amount of 
said allowances. 

g. Only service in the Regular Army or in 
other forces when in Federal service, but not 
including service in the Navy or Marine Corps, 
will be considered in determining a soldier's 
eligibility for discharge by purchase and the 
amount of the purchase price, and such service 
is not required to be continuous; but credit 
will not be given for any previous enlistment 
that was not terminated by an honorable dis 
charge, or for any period ‘of time required to 
be made good under the 107th Article of War. 

II.—Improvised Pack Equipment for Cav- 
alry—Pending the adoption by the War De- 
partment of a standardized pack equipment for 
Cavalry, the following instructions relative to 
the subject are published for the information 
and guidance of all concerned: 

1. Experimentation with a view to determin- 
ing a satisfactory standardized pack equipment 
for all Cavalry uses (except for pack trains) 
is still in progress. Until such time as a 
suitable pack equipment can be perfected and 
adopted, Cir. 290, W.D., 1921 (Basic allow- 
ances of equipment special for Cavalry), speci- 
fies the aparejo equipment for carrying the 
Browning machine gun and related equipment, 
For carrying troop equipment (including kitchen 
outfit, picket line and pannier, and automatic 
or machine rifle), unit commanders will continue 
to use the extemporized methods now employed 
in their organizations; or, in the absence of a 
practical method, will take immediate steps to 
adopt an inexpensive one, using materials on 
hand, with such improvements’as can be made 
in the organization. 

2. Cavalry organization commanders will en- 
courage the development of practical and inex- 
pensive methods in their commands, submitting 
to The Adjutant General of the Army descrip- 
tions (with photographs when practical) of 
packs which have proven satisfactory under field 
conditions.

FORT SILL NOTES. 
Fort Sill, Okla., Sept. 26, 1922. 
Fort Sill has now become the Field Artillery 


center of the Army. The consolidation of the 
schools has drawn almost one-fourth of the en- 
tire commissioned personnel of the Field Artillery 
to that post. 


The school sessions began Sept. 15 and Maj. 
Gen. Snow was present to welcome the new- 
comers. In his address to the class he dis- 
cussed the whole school project of the Army 
and the development of the Field Artillery 
schools. With a handful of officers in 1917 this 
branch of the Service had to pass through a 
tremendous expansion, and the great success of 
the Field Artillery during the: war may be 
attributed to the instruction received at these 
schools, Instead of having one school, at Knox, 
another at Sill, and a third at Bragg, all schools 
have now been consolidated in one center at 
Fort Sill, 

The advanced course has thirty-five students 
and consists. of Field Artillery field officers. 
This course is a successor to the Camp Bragg 
course, but its field has been greatly increased. 

In addition to these two principal courses, 
there is a special course for Regular Army 
officers who have been recently detailed to the 
Field Artillery for four years. Due to the 
paucity of officers in the higher grades in the 
Field Artillery and the excess in other branches 
ot the Service, a number of officers have been 
detailed to the Field. This course is popularly 
known as the “refresher” course, and its pur- 
Pose is clearly indicated in its name. , 

Another very important element in the curri- 
culum of the Field Artillery School this year 
is the training of the National Guard. Not only 
is this given a great deal of attention in the 
course of study of the Regular officers, but 
two courses are conducted for National Guards- 
men. The National Guard battery officers’ 
course has thirty-four students, and the enlisted 
Specialists’ class has nineteen.

UNIFORM REGULATIONS, 
U.S. MARINE CORPS. 


The U.S. Marine Corps headquarters 
has prepared a copy of the letter of trans- 
mittal dated Sept. 11, 1922, which is to 
preface Uniform Regulations; United 
States Marine Corps, 1922. Former regu- 
lations governing the uniform have been 


brought up to date and thoroughly revised, 
and the letter of transmittal publishes all 
changes of any consequence. 
The revised Uniform Regulations will 
be issued in loose-leaf form to fit the 
binders used for other Marine Corps 
loose-leaf manuals, and as the printing has 
advanced to the stage of a page proof, it 
is anticipated that these regulations will 
soon be published and distributed. Illus- 
trations and index will be issued later, as 
it was not advisable to delay publication 
of the text proper until they could be pre- 
pared. 
The letter of transmittal of which the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL has received 
an advanced copy says: 
The book is divided into two sections—regu- 
lations and specifications—with an additional 
chapter on the care of the uniform (Chapter 
X). Regulations are covered in Chapters 1 
war and specifications in Chapters VII and 


Chapter I contains matters of general appli- 
cation. Chapter II outlines the articles of 
uniform with which officers and the leader, 
Marine Band, are to be provided, the various 
lists being alphabetically arranged, with each 
article in the complete list bearing a cross- 
reference of the paragraph number maintaining 
its specification. 

Chapter III contains the tables combining in 
the various uniforms the articles procured by 
officers under the preceding chapter and, in 
succeeding sections, contains tables of the uni- 
forms for enlisted men and for all members 
of the Marine ‘Band. In the sections for offi- 
cers and erlisted men the tables are followed 
by special regulations, alphabetically arranged, 
as to the manner in which certain articles are 
to be worn, etc., such regulations embodying 
instructions not sufficiently brief or too general 
for inclusion in the tables. ~ 

The occasions on which the uniforms pre- 
scribed in the foregoing chapter are to be worn 
are partly indicated in Chapter IV. Further 
information on this subject will be published 
later. 

Regulations governing the wearing of insig- 
nia of rank, staff and other insignia, orna- 
ments, chevrons, etc., are incorporated in 
Chapter V, which, like Chapter III, is divided 
into t*ree sections—for officers, enlisted men, 
and all members of the Marine Band. In each 
section, insignia, ornaments, etc., are treated 
under their own headings, and articles desig- 
nating special duty, etc. (such as aiguillettes), 
are growped in alphabetical order under the 
heading ‘‘Miscellaneous.’’ Each article covered 
in this chapter also has a cross-reference of 
the paragraph number containing its specifi- 
cation. 

Chapter VI governs the wearing of decora- 
tions, medals, ribbons, and badges, and is ar- 
ranged to cover—in the order named—decora- 
tions, medals, and ribbons; auxiliary insignia, 
such as oak-leaf clusters, clasps, stars, etc.; 
foreign decorations (including the fourragere), 
medals, and ribbons; and qualification and 
miscellaneous badges. ‘ 

Chapter VII contains specifications of ar- 
ticles of the uniform and equipment for all 
officers of the Marine Corps, and for the leader, 
Marine Band. Most of these articles are al- 
phabetically arranged under their own designa- 
tions, the few exceptions being grouped under 
appropriate headings (such as saddle, under 
‘*Equipment, horse’’). Whenever the use’ of 
an article is restricted to certain officers, the 
fact is noted in italics after the name of 
article. 2 . ‘ 

Chapter VIII alphabetically lists, with their 
components, articles of the uniform and_equip- 
ment worn by enlisted men of the Marine 
Corps, and by the second leader, drum major, 
and musicians, Marine Band, under the same 
plan as Chapter VII, such articles to be in 
accordance with respective standard samples 
and specifications on file in the Quartermaster's 
Department. As stated, Chapter IX contains 
information on the care of the uniform. 

The following changes, some of which have 
already been published, are noted for the in- 
formation of the Service: 

niforms.—Evening dress will be procured 
by all commissioned officers by Nov. 1, 1922. 
A new uniform for officers has been added, 
designated ‘‘white dress’’ (white with minia- 
ture medals, dress sword knot, and dress sword 
slings). Combinations of white and blue are 
confined to blue undress. Uniforms worn 
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Band. bear the same designations as corre- 
sponding uniforms worn by officers. 

.—-Service aiguillettes-for Marine 
Corps officers detailed as aides-de-camp have 
been changed from blue and gold to scarlet 
and gold. Pencil attachments for dress aiguil- 
lettes contain two miniatures of Marine Corps 
ornament in relief around circumference, in 
liew of three helmets. Dress aiguillettes will 
not be worn outside the overcoat, 

Belts.—The officer’s belt, Sam Browne pat- 
tern, is prescribed as an article of uniform for 
the leader, Marine Band. While this belt is 
described on the basis of two shoulder straps, 
one only should be procured by officers and 
the leader, unless otherwise ordered. When 
the sword is prescribed with dress or white, 
officers may wear the former regulation undress 
belt under the coat, instead of the Sam Browne 
belt without shoulder strap. Undress sword 
slings will be darkened on the inside. 

The dress belt for non-commissioned staff 
officers has been readopted with detachable 
slings, the former’ belt, with slings attached, 
to be issued until no longer available. 

The russet belt will be worn by enlisted men 
over the winter and summer service coats 
when on liberty, at drills when packs are not 
worn, at ceremonies and upon all other oc- 
casions when service uniforms are worn and 
the web belt is not prescribed. The russet 
belt shall also be worn with the blue uniform 
when on liberty. 

5 s, and Puttees.—The present 
authority for the wearing of boots (without 
spurs), leggings, or spiral puttees by officers, 
and leggings or spiral puttees by enlisted men, 
when actually on flying duty, is extended to 
warrant officers and enlisted men qualified as 
balloon pilots. 

Leggings for officers are no longer restricted 
to the pattern known as ‘‘strap puttee.’’ Leg- 
gings will not be worn by officers and enlisted 
men with dress or blue undress except as ex- 
pressly authorized in these regulations. Leg- 
gings will not be worn with white trousers. 

Breeches.— White undress breeches, hereto- 
fore authorized for mounted officers in the 
Tropics when not on duty, may be worn with 
white undress by all officers when not on duty. 

Coats.—A brass hook, on each side seam at 
waist, has been added to the dress and winter 
service coats for officers, to hold the Sam 
Browne belt in proper position. Flaps will be 
stitched just above lower pockets, which have 
been slightly enlarged, instead of 1 inch above 
as heretofore. 

Collar.—The linen collar worn by officers 
and by members of the Marine Band is to be 
of such height as to show no more than one- 
fourth inch above collar of coat or jacket, in- 
stead of three-eighths inch as heretofore. 

Gloves.—Leather dress gloves are prescribed 
for enlisted men in liew of woolen gloves, the 
latter, however, to be issued until no longer 
available. Horsehide gauntlets are authorized 
for chauffeurs and motorcycle orderlies when 
actually operating Marine Corps motor vehicles. 

eadgear.— All caps (except the garrison 
cap) have been modified. In the case of offi- 
cers, the crown, which was enlarged, is given 
a more decided slope, and falls into a slack 
position in rear, and the visor is placed at a 
less acute angle. In the case of enlisted men, 
the crown is modified in a manner generally 
similar to that of officers’ caps. The former 
regulation caps for officers may be worn until 
no longer serviceable, and the former design 
for enlisted men will be issued them until no 
longer available. A rubber cap cover is au- 
thorized for wear by officers during inclement 
weather. 

In the case of general officers, the hat cord 
worn with the field hat has been changed from 
scarlet and gold to plain gold. The field hat 
for enlisted men was modified some time ago, 
the brim being made flat and a head strap 
being added. A similar hat is specified for 
officers, although the present model may be 
worn until no longer serviceable. 

When on campaigns, the field hat is pre- 
scribed as the regulation headgear to be worn 
with both service uniforms by enlisted men, 
The winter service ca™ is to be worn with the 
winter uniform at all other times. 

rt.—The chambray shirt has been abol- 
ished as an article of the uniform for officers 
and enlisted men. 

Shoes.—Russet shoes are prescribed for en- 
listed men with dress and blue undress and, 
for the second leader, drum major, and mu- 
sicians, Marine Band, with special full dress 
and full dress, black shoes to be issued to 
marine bandsmen and to marine detachments 
on board ship and at Peking, China, until no 
longer available. 

Sword.—The sword has been omitted from 
the special full-dress uniform of the leader, 
Marine Band, and, in the case of the second 
leader of the band, is no longer an article of 
uniform. 

Insignia, Chevrons, Trumpet Banner, Etc.— 
Instead of being optional as heretofore, the 
insignia of rank, and the insignia worn by 
warrant officers and pay clerks, and leader, 
Marine Band, are prescribed to be worn on the 
raincoat whenever the latter is provided with 
shoulder straps. 

The revised regulations are worded to pre- 
scribe 1% inches from center of collar orna- 
ment to collar opening, and 2 inches from center 
of ornament to center of collar insignia. 

Regulations are added as to the wearing of 
balloon pilot insignia for warrant officers and 
enlisted men holding certificates of qualification 
as balloon pilots. Naval aviator and balloon 
pilot insignia worn by officers on dress and 
winter service are to be embroidered. 

Letters worn by officers and enlisted men of 

the Marine Corps Reserve, the Naval Militia 
(Marine Corps branch), and the National Naval 
Volunteers (Marine Corps branch) are pre- 
scribed for the collars of the coats and. the 
flannel shirt only. 
_ War-service chevrons are no longer regula- 
tion in the Marine Corps, as the service repre- 
sented is indicated by clasps on the Victory 
medal, and by bronze stars or the Maltese cross 
on the Victory ribbon, medals or ribbons being 
Prescribed at all times except when in the field. 
_ Dress chevrons and service stripes for en- 
listed men, of the approximate size of chevrons 
and stripes worn with the summer and winter 
uniforms, have been adopted, the large design, 
however, to be issued until no longer available. 
A lyre has been substituted for the cornet in the 
chevrons of the second leader, Marine Band. 
The service stripe is prescribed for each four 
Years of service, continuous or otherwise, in- 
Stead of for each enlistment. If service stripes 
are worn with the gun captain and gun pointer 
insignia, the latter will be worn above such 
stripes, 

Trumpet banners have been adopted, and will 

suspended from the trumpet at all times. 
echnical ‘asignia for enlisted men have been 
abolished. Regulations are included to govern 
the manner of wearing military police and pro- 
Yost guard brassards. 

Decorations, Médals, and Ribbons,—Minia- 
ture medals will be worn. with. evening dress 
and white dress, as already stated, and. are 


authorized with civilian clothes. Medals will 
be divided into overlapping lines when the 
individual possesses. more than can be properly 
mounted on a single holding bar. Service medals 
(except the Dewey medal, the Sampson medal, 
and the specially meritorious service medal) will 
be worn according to the date of the particular 
action or campaign for which awarded, and if 
a single service medal is awarded for several 
different campaigns, the date of the first cam- 
paign in which the holder participated will 
govern. For: Instance, the exican service 
medal would be worn before or after the Nica- 
raguan campaign medal according to whether 
the former was awarded for service in 1911 
or 1914, or if awarded for both 1911 and 
1914 would be worn before the Nicaraguan 
campaign medal, the latter being for service 
in 1912, (The Mexican service medal also 
represents service other than the foregoing, which 
is used as an illustration only.) 

When a person would be entitled to both 
Haiti campaign medals, a clasp (awarded in 
lieu of a second medal) will be worn on the 
ribbon attached to the Haiti campaign medal, 
1915, and a bronze star will be worn on the 
Haiti service ribbon. A bronze numeral, to the 
number of clasps awarded with the Marine Corps 
good-conduct medal, will be worn on the good- 
conduct ribbon. Ribbons corresponding to those 
attached to the life-saving medals and the Bailey 
medal may be worn with other ribbons. 

Ribbons will be placed in rows of three, 
where that number or more is held, unless the 
number involved would make too many rows, 
in which case ribbons will be placed in rows 
of four. Where the arrangement of ribbons 
into more than one row results in a row of 
less than full length, the latter row will be 
underneath.

The problem which kabhi’ everyone who 
does not live up to his entire income is how 
to invest his surplus earnings safely and to. 
the best advantage. Unfortunately, no rule 
has ever been found. The highest grade bonds 
and even real estate sometimes ome almost 
worthless and occasionally @ speculation pure 
and simple ripens into an investment. Wherever 
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money or its equivalent is concerned, risk of 
depreciation or or gag of enhancement en- 
ters into the question ence no line of de- 
markation can be drawn where investment ends 
and speculation begins. But there are many 
points which if borne in mind will aid in avoid- 
ng sapenene"y, losses. 

erbert N. Casson, editor of The Efficiency 

zine, London, writing in a recent issue of 
Forbes, gives a guide-post worth remembering 
in ‘‘Speculate on properties, not schemes.’’ 
When something tangible is purchased there is 
pretty certain to be something tangible in the 
end. Even this simple phrase must be inter- 
preted at times. .An.oil or mini Prospectus 
generally sets forth an imposing list of proper- 
ties, but there is a scheme involved in that it 
is proposed to produce oil or gold in paying 
quantities, and this side of the proposition is 
by far the larger. 

The objection may be raised that all now 
successful enterprises were schemes in the be- 
ginning and if none invested in_ innovations 
there would be no expansion, no . The 
answer is, Let those who can a the risk 
further new ideas. It will be found that the 
ones who can afford to lose do so at times, but 
they lose only after the most careful of investi- 
gations and not on the bare word of a stock 
salesman. Also, they back a new venture to 
an amount which if lost does not re; resent the 
savings of their life time or impair their capital 
very seriously. 

In addition to the risk that a 
never develop a profitable earning power for 
one reason or another, there is often fraudu- 
lent intent on the part of the promoters, espe- 
cially when the appeal is direct to the public. 
All too many undertakings are formed with no 
other purpose whatever than that of fleecing 
those who are least able to bear it and the 
colorful picture of a great new corporation 
soon to take its place in the world of affairs 
is nothing more than a brain-child conceived in 
iniquity and foredoomed to abortion by those 
who fathered it. 

It is conservatively estimated that the people 
of the United States lose annually $500,000,000 | 
through investment in worthless securities. The 
writer of this column has received between 
20,000 and 25,000 letters within the short 
space of a few years from investors in all parts 
of the world and it is astonishing what a large 
percentage of the inquiries concern enterprises 
that are patently fraudulent. 

The basis upon which salesmen of fake pro- 
motion stocks make their appeal would be 
ing if it were not for the tragedy of the 
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fact that it is successful. Commonly, the for- 
tune that was made by buying a share or two 
of the original Eastman Kodak or Bell Tele- 
phone stock is pointed out and the conclusion 
drawn that an investment in the present offer- 
ing must inevitably net the same result. Ref- 
erences to the thousands of investments that 
have not duplicated these two but turned out 
to be total losses are conspicuous by their ab- 
sence. A high sense of generosity is another 
hallmark of the fake promoter. How often is 
a rate of dividend held out for some scheme 
which has never earned a dollar that would 
bankrupt the Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey. Market opportunities that are prom- 
ised are fairly prostrating. Only this week a 
prospectus of an oil company reached the wri- 
ter’s desk, in which an advance in the stock 
being promoted was predicted within a year 
that, translated-into terms of United States 
Steel common, would mean a price of 8,000. 
And yet this battle formation must gain its 
objective or it would not be so frequently 
employed. 

Edward Bok in his Americanization calls at- 
tention, and very rightly, to the absence of 
thrift among the people of this country. The 
safest and most plainly marked road to finan- 
cial independence is this rather slow-traveling 
route despite the alluring byways and short- 
cuts along which the promoter offers to lead. 
A fixed amount set aside periodically and in- 
vested at 5 per cent. means the savings doubled 
in twenty years. A person of thirty who puts 
away $25 a’ week on this basis will have a 
principal of $50,000 and an income of $50 a 
week at the age of fifty years. This is not a 
Rockefeller record but it is a considerable 
achievement in the light of life insurance actu- 
ary figures which show more than 90 per cent. 
of those who die at sixty or over leave no 
estate whatever, opportunities afforded by pro- 
motion schemes notwithstanding.
